GERMANY’S PLAN FOR PE-- 
TROLEUM MONOPOLY, 


According to press dispatches of ap- 
parently authoritative origin, Germany 
is about to realize its long-cherished 
ambition for the organization of a 
government petroleum monopoly. This 
object is vouchsafed by a bill designed 
to bar a leading American company 
from conducting a wholesale business 
in illuminating oil in Germany, which 
is to be intrusted to a national stock 
company operating under government 
supervision, with the power to acquire 
the existing wholesale oil plants and 
stocks by expropriation, if necessary, 
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Provision is made for the establishment 
of a maximum price for oil to the 
consumer by which the profits to the 
government and the payment of the 
company’s dividends are said to be 
regulated, with the advantages pro- 
portioned upon the extent by which 
prices are kept within the fixed limit. 
The operating company is to. be 
financed chiefly by leading German 
banks, according to the proposal, but 
the shares are open to public sub- 
scription under a restriction that safe- 
guards them against foreign acquisi- 
tion. The life of the corporation is 
fixed at thirty years. 

Germany’s hostility to the operations 
of American petroleum interests within 
her domain has been intensified as the 
methods of conducting the business in 
the empire have engendered the oppo- 
sition of the financial and commercial 
classes, although at the same time 
working to the benefit of the consum- 
ing masses. The directness and ef- 
fectiveness of marketing the oil in 
yermany, piping it into tank cars from 
the principal ports of the country, 
where it was received in bulk ship- 
ments, for distribution in the cities by 
means of local tank wagons, formed a 
process by which every possible saving 
was effected, and the so-called middle- 
men, who had formerly reaped a share 
of the profits, found themselves without 
a foothold. The introduction of the 
can system a couple of years ago for 
direct delivery to the consumer added 
fuel to the names of antagonism. By 
these methods there was apparently 
no basis whereby the government could 
exercise any control over the conduct 
of the businegs, as a revenue bearing 
proposition, and from the general ec- 
onomical viewpoint the loss of the 
middlemen’s trade seemed to carry 
greater weight than the advantages 
accruing to the consuming interests. 
Any suggestion of a move to cripple 
the American industry in Germany was 
calculated to enlist powerful financial 
support, as German capital is known to 
be heavily interested in the oil enter- 
prises of Galicia, Roumania and Rus- 
sia. Not only had these countries been 
unable to follow the pace of the Amer- 
ican marketing methods, but their 
product did not enjoy the same prestige 
as that from this country. 

With the organization of the German 
monopoly to replace the business, which 
has been founded and fostered by the 
persistently aggressive American ac- 
tivity, Germany is undoubtedly pin- 
ning a large measure of her faith in 
the resources of the neighboring coun- 
tries. Germany’s production of crude 
petroleum is_ insignificant, having 
amounted to 995,764 barrels in 1911, as 
compared with 220,449,391 barrels for 
the United States, 66,183,691 barrels for 
Russia, 11,101,878 barrels for Roumania, 
10,485,726 barrels for Galicia and 345,- 
060,982 barrels as the world’s total. The 
German government has sought to 
avoid the impression that its action 
for the creation of a petroleum mon- 
opoly was aimed at “‘American oil as 
such” and it is declared that tenta- 
tive arrangements have been made for 
supplies from some of the American 
companies which have not been so 
closely identified with the trade in 
Germany and which are _ believed 
to be more in accord with the 
propesed plan of government regu- 
lation. That the success of the mon- 
opoly must to a considerable degree 
depend upon the support of these con- 
cerns would seem to be evidenced by 
the record of illuminating oil imports 

into Germany during 1911. The United 
States furnished 955,482 tons or 78.02 
per cent, of the total; Galicia, 142,876 
tons, or 15.05 per cent. and Russia, 18,- 
482 tons, or 1.92 per cent. It would be 
little more than idle speculation to at- 
tempt to gauge the possibilities of the 
European sources of the illuminant 
supply for Germany, with the check 
to the sharper competitive tactics by 
American refiners, but with any threat- 
ened material. curtailment of imports 
from this quarter under conditions of 
economical impracticability, Germany's 
pet scheme, launched under alluring 
conditions of prospective success, may 
soon find itself hard and fast on the 
rocks of an. unreckoned reality. Ger- 


many is one of the largest consumers 
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of American oil, being fourth in the 
record of the exports for the fiscal 
year ending last June with 92,289,677 
gallons, the United Kingdom, Nether- 
lands and Japan having exceeded that 
amount. The export market for illu- 
inating oil has not been in the most 
favorable position of late as a result 
of the scarcity of tank vessels as well 
as the premium on general cargo room 
and the introduction of a new element 








tending to disparage our trade rela- 
tions abroad would be especially de- 
plored at this time. Of timely sig- 


nificance was the decline of ten points 
in the export schedule for bulk oil on

MORE SIGNIFICANT BEARING 
OF NEW CROP COTTON- 
SEED OIL. 


Realizations in the cottonseed oil 
market during the last few weeks have 
borne out in their material details the 
prospective premises outlined in our 
editorial of nearly two months ago, the 
market having almost steadily yielded 
to the force of the bearish influences, 
dwelt upon at that time. It is rare 
that the ruling conditions have brought 
such generally accepted recognition as 
those in effect since the advent of the 
new crop season, but there was appar- 
ently no hedging a _ situation that 
presaged a crop of oil in excess of the 
heavy outturn of last year, augmented 
by a carry-over stock of impressive 
proportions. It is not alone on the 
promise of a 14,000,000 or 15,000,000-bale 
cotton crop that a bumper production 
of oil is seemingly assured, but con- 
tributing appreciably to this end are 
the increased percentage in the yield, 
thanks to the higher quality of seed 
and the reduced loss in refining. Last 
season the loss averaged about fifteen 
per cent., while estimates on the current 
crop run from ten to twelve per cent. 
The extent of the surplus oil is placed at 
from 300,000 to 400,000 barrels and while 
sizable sales may have been made 
against these holdings, they have not 
affected the availability of the oil for 
consumption within the present crop 
season. It may be little more than a 
coincidence that prevailing prices for 
oil in the local market bear a marked 
similarity to those in effect at the same 
time last vear, since at this period the 
market is often subjected to-influences 
that have but passing significance, 
when the underlying conditions have 
not had a chance to reach a stage of 
direct bearing. 

However, with the mills in the south- 
east now under fairly good headway, 
offers of crude oil, it is believed, will 
signify more of a selling pressure and 
the refined market is expected reason- 
ably to reflect more of the force of 
this development. The spot position is 
relatively firm, supported by the well 
controlled extent of supplies for Octo- 
ber delivery, with a sufficiently sus- 
taining consuming trade to hold the 
premium for spot well over the options 
in which the new crop is more of a 
reckonable factor. 

While the general trend of recent 
buying, involving the less urgent re- 
quirements, has indicated a disposition 
to await the likelihood of more favor- 
able terms, some local operators are 
inclined to the opinion that the easing 
course of values is being too freely dis- 
counted. A fractional shading of the 
ruling figures is regarded as a probable 
outcome over the balance of the year, 
but even at approximately six cents, 
the current basis, the market is 
garded as warranting at least a meas- 
ure of support by buyers. Nothing of 
a competitive character is seemingly 
within the range of practical price 
rivalry, and the disparitv between cot- 
tonseed oil and pure lard is particularly 
marked, the latter being at a twelve- 
cent level. Another argument has been 
advanced as of reasonable bearing upon 
the future oil ‘market, namely, the 
effect of enormous fodder crops upon 
the outlet for cottonseed cake and 
meal, These yield about 900 pounds to 
a ton of seed and on the present out- 
look it is going to be difficult for crush- 
ers to realize the usual proportionate 
return for cake and meal, and on sound 
economical principles it is held there 


re- 
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ought to be some measure of com- 
pensation in the form of a premium on 
oil if the seed market does not tend to 
correct the disparity. It is estimated 
that on the current basis for seed, as 
well as for oil and cake and meal, the 
crusher would barely cover himself, 
even on the prospect of a ready outlet 
for his products, and crushers regard 
seed prices as out of proportion. The 
question of heavy fodder crops is seem- 
ingly equally available as counter 
argument as a bearish factor upon lard 
and the sympathetic tendency of cot- 
tonseed oil. In fact, the effect of this 
influence is evidenced in lard futures, 
the more distant positions showing the 
greatest disparagement. 

In some quarters disappointment has 
been expressed over the backward de- 
velopment of the export trade in oil. 
Whatever business has been consum- 
mated seems to have been in the higher 
grades of winter oil for Mediterranean 
ports. This trade is believed to have 
been incidental to the shortage in the 
olive oil crops. That the question of 
sharp advances in freight rates is cal- 
culated to play no small part in foreign 
operations in oil cannot be doubted, 
especially on prime summer yellow and 
off oil. The increase in ocean freights 
is estimated as working out a premium 
of at least twenty-five points in cotton- 
seed oil and until the latter covers this 
difference there is little hope for any 
marked improvement in the foreign 
outlet of the usual varieties of oil. 
There is scant promise of early relief 
from the present shipment difficulties, 
and the Balkan outbreak of hostil- 
ities would seem to accentuate them. 
The export movement during the crop 
year ending August attained a record 
total of 1,045,478 barrels, the previous 
twelve months having to its credit but 
639,689 barrels. Official statistics give 
the exports for September as 12,286,850 
pounds, as against 13,115,965 pounds 
for August and 10,976,891 pounds for 
September, 1911. The aggregate for the 
first nine months of the year is sub- 
stantially in excess of that for the cor- 
responding period previously by 258,- 
955,187 pounds, valued at $15,640,952, as 
against 185,900,608 pounds ($13,611,406).

OLIVE OIL COMPLICATIONS, 


Among the items in the Reporter’s 
trades involved in the culmination of 
hostilities among the Balkan States 
olive oil will undoubtedly respond most 
forcibly to the effect of this disturb- 
ance, the market having already re- 
flected the strengthening influence of 
a probable shortage in the current 
crops. Greece and Turkey are among 
the largest producers of olive oil for 
manufacturing purposes and their par- 
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ticipation in the imbrogolio cannot 
but mark a serious interruption to 
commercial undertakings. It is not 


alone the engagement of the producing 
countries in the hostilities that is de- 
plored for its market significance, but 
the inevitable effect in emphasizing the 
already stringent conditions concern- 
ing cargo room and freight rates. The 
threatening aspect is believed to fore- 
shadow a premium on values for the 
technical grades of olive oil that may 
establish the market at a new level. 
Current figures for denatured oil are 
the highest since 1908, when the pre- 
vailing scarcity in all quarters caused 
a sharp uplift to prices so that com- 


mercial oil became subject to the 40- 


cent duty as then effective when the 
oil exceeded the value limit of 60 cents 
a gallon. During that year sales in 
the local market were reported to 
$1.75, including the 40-cent duty. De- 
natured olive oil, which is now entitled 
to’ free entry, is held at 86@92 cents 
per gallon in the local market, repre- 
senting an advance from 68@72 cents 
early in the year. Foots have also 
shown a marked appreciation from 6% 


to 7% cents per pound. Premiums are 
named for futures in both descriptions, 
denatured and 7%@8 
cents for foots, but there is a restric- 
tion on business under the ruling con- 


90@95 cents for 


ditions. 

If shipping facilities were normal, 
there is little doubt that the fairly 
good extent of carry-over supplies 


abroad would minimize the effect of 
the probable shortage in the 1912-1913 
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crops on the export trade. The most 
pessimistic report on the approaching 
production has come from Greece, 
where in some districts the yield of oil 
was not promising for more than one- 
tenth of the previous outturn, and the 
whole crop was placed at 6,800,000 gal- 
lons, barely enough for home consump- 
tion. This condition found ameliora- 
tion in the extent of old supplies, 
amounting to 13,000,000 to 15,000,000 gal- 
lons for Greece and Crete. From other 
countries the indications have been 
for crops of one-half to one-fifth of 
those of full years. It is proverbial 
that a large yield of olive oil is follow- 
ed by a lean year, but the average for 
the two seasons has usually worked out 
a fairly dependable basis. Conditiong 
in the producing countries this year 
have been of all the more inauspicious 
portent as a result of excessive rains. 
The question of substitution at the 
material advances in the manufactur- 
ing grades of olive oil is assuming more 
practical significance in the local 
trade, and there are growing indica~ 
tions that in many lines cheaper ma- 
terials are being successfully employed. 
Cottonseed oil, on the promise of a 
bumper production, and relatively low 
market limits, holds the most favor- 
able place as a replacing commodity, 
but corn, soya bean and peanut oil, as 
well as some of the animal products, 
are in line for substitution of olive 
oil. In some of the finer textile trades 
the latter will probably hold its own, 
regardless of the price appreciation.

LINSEED OIL FUTURES RE- 
SPOND TO BREAK IN SEED. 


The interval has marked such a 
significant change in the flaxseed and 
linseed oil situation as to merit special 
consideration, with a view of dis- 
tinguishing it from the conditions upon 
which our editorial in the previous 
issue was based. Of primary bearing 
are the late developments in seed which 
have clarified the market to an extent 
that crushers are now able to reckon 
upon a reasonably dependable basis, 
instead of finding themselves more or 
less at sea on the uncertainty of for- 
ward supplies, due to the interruption 
of the harvest as we had occasion to 
note in last week’s Reporter. As a 
matter of statistical record, seed has 
been rushed forward to the Northwest 
grain markets within the last few days 
in a volume to exercise a decidedly 
bearish influence at the principal re- 
ceiving stations and its reflection upon 
the oil situation has apparently been 
none the less acute. A fifty-cent limit 
for future oll, upon which buyers’ 
views had crystalized a couple of 
months ago as a more or less quixotic 
outcome of the bumper flax prospects, 
has not only been realized on the late 
break in seed, but has actually been 
discounted, Future oil has been booked 
at forty-seven cents and forty-five 
cents is now reported as the basis of 
negotiations for further business. A 
week ago fifty-two cents was a repre- 
sentative market for futures. The spot 
position of oil does not show the same 
disparagment, crushers holding at fifty- 
nine cents on the relatively high level 
of ready seed. 

Another factor has materialized with- 
in the interval to remove what was ap- 
parently the last asset upon which any 
bullish sentiment could be based. This 
is the official report on the flaxseed 
acreage in the Argentine, indicating a 
considerable gain and thus counteract- 
ing the effect of earlier advices of an 
appreciable decline in the acreage. 
Whatever hope may have been fostered 
that Europe would be a factor in North 
American seed this season is now seem- 
ingly dissipated. The foreign seed 
markets have developed a pronounced 
bearish tenor on the latest phases of 
the situation, working in closely sym- 
pathetic tendency and consumers are 
clamoring for forty-cent oil, with about 
the same spirit of hopefulness as their 
faith had been placed in a fifty-cent 


market, 
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Fire damaged the manufacturing

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 18, 1912. 
Although the attendance at the thirty- 
eighth annual convention of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association was 
not up to that of recent meetings, the 
Milwaukee convention will go down in 
history as one of accomplishment, for 
from a business standpoint it was one of 
the most important that has been held. 
The following is a summary of the pro- 
ceedings of each session. The complete 
proceedings, stenographically reported, 
will be printed in an extra edition of the 
Reporter, copies of which will be mailed 
to all of our subscribers on Monday. 


First Session—Tuesday Morning. 


President Meyer called the convention 
to order at 10.30 a. m., and introduced the 
Rev. Dr. Connolly, of the Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church, who invoked the Di- 
vine blessing. Addresses of welcome 
were delivered by Dr. Bading, Mayor of 
Milwaukee, and Wm. Geo. Bruce, secre- 
tary of the Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers’ Exchange of the city.

"wo or three of the Minneapolis mills 
saeant that they have all the business they 
can attend to for prompt shipment. ae 
trade in general is buying oil just as 
needs it, and consequently every gallon 
ordered is for quick delivery. With so 
many buyers in the market and a lot of 
them wanting only enough to tide them 
over for the present, naturally a big per 
centage of the business is for less than 
ear lots. Up until the last few days the 
receipts of seed were inadequate to fill all 
the orders for oil booked, but receipts 
have now begun to increase and have ap- 


parently caught up with the demand. 
This is indicated by the falling off in the 
premiums paid, and quotations for prompt 
ou are 2@3ec. lower for the week. The 
range to-day is 55@58c. per gallon for raw 
oil in car lots f. 0. b. Minneapolis. 

Contracting for future needs is not yet 
up to normal but it has shown quite a 
little improvement. Some of the larger 
consumers have placed orders for a part 
of their requirements. They have done 
this to protect themselves against an ad- 
vance, but, should the market go lower, 
they could come in for some more and in 
this way to reduce their average cost. 
Low point so far heard of for future de- 
livery is 49¢e. Asking prices range from 
this up to 52c. per gallon, in car lots, 

Quite a number of consumers are now 
talking 40c. oil. This, of course, is still 
within the realms of possibility, but the 
numerous delays to harvesting have de- 
layed the movement of the crop beyond its 
normal time and prevented as big a break 
in prices as was anticipated. While oil 
may go a few cents lower, and probably 
will, the trade here is not at all sanguine 
that the seed market will touch the point 
which oil consumers have set. Manufac- 
turers, of course, would like to see 40c. 
oil again. It would mean a big volume of 
trade and the probable withdrawal from 
the market of a great many substitutes 
which have been advanced for linseed oil 
in the last two years, during the period 
of high prices. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MBAL. 

While the excitement over the warlike 
situation in the Balkans has firmed Eu- 
ropean grain markets, it has not yet re- 
sulted in any permanent improvement in 
the demand for oil cake. A week ago it 
iooked as though a fair business would 
be done following the advance, but since 
then inquiry has ‘‘petered’’ out. One of 
the biggest mills here reports that it has 
not had a single cable inquiry in five 
days. The mills, of course, have old 
orders to run on and are not depending on 
new business to take care of the current 
output. At the same time, with the pres- 
ent rate of production, new orders will 
soon become essential. While the mills 
here are nominally asking $28 a ton for 
cake f. o. b, Minneapolis, it is doubtful if, 
buyers would pay more than $27.50 for 
limited quantities. A fair business could 
probably be done at $27, but, with oil 
selling relatively low, the mills cannot 
ee to shade quotations on by-products 
also. 

Inquiry for linseed oil meal from domes- 
tic buyers continues very light. Brokers 
are taking occasional cars to fill small 
orders from country dealers, but buying 
is not at all general. Asking prices are 
$30@31 ton in car lots f. o. b. Minneapolis, 
and feeders regard these prices as almost 
prohibitive since coarse grains, mill feed 
and gluten feeds have declined materially 
in the last month. While linseed oil meal 
is not, of course, in the same class with 
these other feeds, at the same time, their 
prices have an influence on buyers and 
when they decline, oil meal is looked for 
to do likewise.

Duluth, Minn., Oct, 16, 1912. 
The week closing to-day on the flax- 


seed market of Duluth has been ex- 
tremely bearish. Cash flaxseed has gone 
down l5c..and the October future 138c. 


The decline has been general throughout 
the list, as the tables below will show. 
At Winnipeg also there has been a heavy 
downward movement, the October future 
on that market today closing 9c. lower 
than it did a week ago, 

The decline has been due to the large 
receipts from the.country. This is also 
true at Winnipeg. The receipts at both.of 
these places and at Minneapolis as well 
have been increasing tremendously. The 
tables of elevator receipts at Duluth do 
not show this, because it often takes 
some time for the cars of flaxseed to be 
unloaded into the elevators and the re- 
ceipts reported upon. But the reports 
of car receipts show that during the 
week closing to-day Duluth received 249 
cars, against 95 the week before; Minne- 
apolis 394 cars, against 211 the week be- 
fore, and Winnipeg 235 cars, against 95 
the week before. The car receipts at all 
of these places have been greatly exceed- 
ing those of a year ago, and it is small 
wonder that there has been a big bearish 
movement in the prices of cash seed and 
futures, 

The volume of business has been stead- 
ily increasing on the Duluth market. The 
sales of both cash and futures during the 
last few days have been enormous, and 
to-day the brokers declared that they did 
more buying and selling of flaxseed than 
they did on any other one day during the 


last four years. For a long time the 
crushers have been very conservative in 
their purchases of futures, because they 
felt that they were too high and would 
come down when the flax crop began to 
move. To be sure, they bought quite well 
at that time of the cash flaxseed that 
was offered, because they had to have 
that seed for their spot oil contracts, but 
in regard to futures they were very con- 
servative. The event has proven that 
their judgment was correct, for there has 
been a big slump in the prices of the 
futures, and now the crushers are willing 
to buy liberally. 

The harvest weather over the North- 
west has been almost ideal, and although 
the threshing of flaxseed has been greatly 
delayed by the fact that there were large 
crops of other grains the farmers were 
anxious to handle first, the receipts of 
flaxseed have grown steadily. This has 
caused the premium on cash flaxseed 
over the October future slowly to dimin- 
ish. Minneapolis for some days has been 
so well supplied with ready seed that her 
crushers have been buying seed on that 
market oftener below than above the Du- 
luth October price. Minneapolis crush- 
ers consume about twenty-five carloads 
of flaxseed a dav, and as the receipts 
have for some time been many times 
that quantity each dav, there has lately 
been no need of the Minneapolis crushers 
bidding big premiums in order to draw 
flaxseed away from its Duluth destina- 
tion, so as to get enough to supvly the 
spot oil orders. For some davs the cash 
price at Duluth has been higher than 
that at Minneapolis, though the Duluth 
eash price also has tended to diminish 
as the receipts of flaxseed have grown 
larger. ‘To-day cash flaxseed at Duluth 
closed 4c. over October, whereas a week 
before it closed 6c. over October. Buffalo 
and New York crushers are good. lively 
buvers of the cash seed now, but the re- 
ceipts have been increasing so ranidly 
that the market has gone down in spite of 
this buying.

The Chicago Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Oct. 17, 1912. 


Reflecting the influence of the excep- 
tionally promising government report, 
issued early in the week, the flax market 
at Chicago this week displayed a weaker 
undertone, and what little business there 
was transacted was at lower prices than 
prevailed the foregoing period. A record 
crop of 29,322,000 bushels was indicated 
by the October returns of the govern- 
ment. This yield, if materialized, will 
stand only 37,000 bushels in excess of the 
yield harvested in 1902, the previous rec- 
ord, but it will show a gain of 10,000,000 
bushels over the crop of 1911, and stand 
16,000,000 bushels in excess of the small 
crop harvested in 1910,

Argentine shipments of flax for the 
week totaled 518,000 bushels, against 390,000 
bushels the previous week, and 473, 
bushels for the corresponding week in 
1911. Total shipments from that country 
since January 1 now are 17,590,000 bushels, 
against 15,529,000 bushels for the corre- 
sponding period in 1911. From India the 
exports of flax for the week were 173,000 
bushels, against 308,000 bushels the pre- 
ceding week and 383,000 bushels the same 
week last year. Aggregate shipments of 
flax from India since April 1 were 11,- 
304,000 bushels, compared with 15,808,000 
bushels during the corresponding period 
in 1911 and 12,456,000 bushels the same time 
in 1910. Exports of flaxseed from Russia 
and the Danube August 1 to October 4 
were 376,000 bushels, against 416,000 bushels 
in 1911 and 632,000 bushels two years ago. 

LINSEED OIL. 


Seasonable quiet prevailed in the mar- 
ket for linseed oil and prices underwent 
further downward revision, closing at a 
net loss of 3c. a gallon. Trade was quiet, 
with all buyers limiting purchases to 
most necessary needs in anticipation of 
seeing a much lower market in the near 
future. The close was with spot linseed 
in car lots at 55ec. a gallon for raw oil 
and 56c. for the boiled. Single barrel lots 
were held at a premium of 5c. a gallon 
over these prices, or at 70c. a gallon for 
raw and Tlic. a gallon for boiled oil, while 
lots of 5 barrels or more were quoted at 
a discount of 1c. a gallon under single 
barrel figures. A fair volume of business 
was transacted in futures at 48@49c. a 
gallon for linseed oil to be delivered in 
equal monthly quantities during the pe- 
riod extending from January to July, 1913. 
Crushers appeared a little more desirous 
to book orders than they were last week, 
being influenced probably by the favor- 
able showing of the government report 
and indications pointing to an abundant 
production of oil this year. Buyers took 
hold with fair liberality at the prices and 
the trade was of satisfactory character, 
although not particularly ‘voluminous. 
Preliminary canvasses of the paint trade 
have led manufacturers of paint to look 
forward to an. exceptionally busy season 
and profitable year, and they appear 
ready to provide for future needs with a 
lavish hand. Soap trade conditions also 
appear favorable, and general sentiment 
is optimistic in the extreme. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

Buoyed by persistent buying by ex- 
porters fortunate enough to have char- 
tered ocean room before the advance in 
freight rates, the market for linseed oil 
cake displayed exceptional stability and 
closed strong for the week at $31 a ton 
f. 0. b. Chicago. This price is regarded 
as too high to permit of free buying at 
this time by any one not having con- 
tracted orders on hand, but offerings are 
limited and there has been sufficient in- 
quiry from the export trade to keep the 
market cleaned up. Nothing in the way 
of business in futures was uncovered.

Poor Catch of Menhaden Discourages 
Fish Facto.y Combine, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Baltimore, Oct. 17, 1912. 


Now that the menhaden fishing season 
is drawing to a close, it is becoming a 
certainty that the catch this year will 
not be up to normal, but must be re- 
garded as poor. For a time it was hoped 
that the deficiency in the yield earlier in 
the season might be made up later on, 
but there is hardly a possibility of this 
now. In less than a month the boats 
will cut out, some of them having already 
suspended operations, though others are 
working up and down the Atlantic coast, 
from the Capes of Virginia to Long 
Island, in the hope of meeting the great 
run of fish as they come south at the 
approach of the winter. In the expecta- 
tion that there will be plenty of work, 
the fishing companies as a rule kept all 
of their forces on the payroll, a number 
of new steamers being also placed in 
commission. It is in this way that the 
chief drain upon the companies will be 


felt. 

The unfavorable season has also, it is 
learned, put a damper on the negotiations 
opened some time ago to consolidate the 
various fishing corporation companies in 
a single corporation. Options were ob- 
tained on a sufficiently large number of 
plants to insure the success of the nego- 
tiations, but the subsequent developments 
have made the promoters less enthusias- 
tic, and according to a report from Lan- 
caster, the deal has now fallen through. 
W. J. Payne, of Richmond, was most 
active in getting options, and it was 
stated at the time that he had secured 
the consent of the ten factories which 
he deemed necessary to the success of the 
enterprise. Developments of the last few 
weeks have not been of a character to en- 
courage the move. Another cause for the 
decline of interest is said to be the de- 
struction by fire of the factory of Morris 
Fisher at Reedsville last August. The 
prices which were to have been paid 
for the plants ranged from $150,000 to

Developments in the linseed oil mar- 
ket have been the feature of the 
week’s trading in paint materials. 
Dealers are now willing to book orders 
for future oil at prices well under the 
fifty-cent mark. Strange as it may 
seem, the prospects of low-priced lin- 
seed oil as held out for the past three 
months have hindered trading in some 
materials of the paint market. This is 
explained by the fact that consumers 
have held off from buying materials 
until they were sure that they could 
fill their requirements for linseed oil 
at fifty cents a gallon or better. Con- 
sequently up to the present they have 
been buying only such stocks as they 
needed ‘for nearby use. Now that the 
future position of oil has assumed 
definite shape trading in general is ex- 
pected to expand. The lead products 
have pursued an even course through 
the week, but prices are firm ag the 
basic metal holds steady at old levels, 
A good movement is reported for all 
the lead products, but especially for 
white lead. Zincs are moving well and 
dry colors are improving a little, The 
miscellaneous articles are about as last 
reported. Window glass occupied a 
place of prominence this week, because 
about 40 per cent. of the factories start- 
ed up early in the week. Stocks are low 
and the trade is in a better position 
than for some years. Varnish gums 
are in better demand and receipts 
showed a gain this week. Complete re- 
views of the linseed oil and naval stores 
markets will be found on pages 21 and 
24, respectively. For a review of the 
Western seed and oil markets see page

ment on most important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


PIG LEAD.—The local market for 
pig lead has been quiet and the price 
quoted has held steady at 5.10c. per Ib. 
Some trading is reported in second 
hands for prompt and future delivery. 
In St. Louis the market is quoted at 
4.90@4.92%c. In London the course of 
the market has been downward and 
£21 is now quoted. A report from 
London under date of October 5 says:— 

The market has developed considerable ir- 
regularity, the comparatively high prices rul- 
ing recently for near positions and the absence 
of any urgent inquiries from consumers hay- 
ing resulted in a drastic adjustment of prices 


for near deliveries in consequence of freer 
offers. The fundamental conditions of the 
market, however, have not been essentially 


altered, and on any renewal of pressing de- 
mands to cover near requirements the limited 
supplies available would probably soon lead 
to fresh stringency. Meanwhile some good 
business has been transacted for December 
and January deliveries at fairly steady prices. 
The situation, of course, is affected by the 
continuance of disturbances in Mexico, where 
mining operations are severely handicapped, 
The general labor unrest in Spain is another 
factor which is not calculated to help the 
accession of fresh supplies from that country. 

WHITE LEAD.—A good movement 
into consuming channels is reported in 
the local white lead market. Corroders 
are catching up on deliveries on old 
contracts, but new business is quite 
good and the season will be very satis- 
factory from the trading standpoint. 
It was rumored in the market that de- 
liveries had been retarded because an 
entire batch of lead had yone bad in 
the process of corroding in one of the 
large Eastern plants, and that the out- 
put lost ran into a goodly number of 
tons. The even course of the pig lead 
market has been reflected in the price 
of white lead, and quotations remain 
at 5%@é6c. for dry white lead and 74@ 
7c. for white lead in oil. English lead 
in oil remains at 104%@10%c. Receipts 
of 50 bbls. of white lead from Trieste 
and 71 packages of white lead from 
Liverpool were noted this week. Bids 
for furnishing navy supplies opened 
October 15 included 10,000 pounds dry 
white lead for Brooklyn, and the low 
bid was 5.99c. per pound. Exports of 
white lead last week were valued at 
$14,609. 

RED LEAD.—A trade better than 
seasonable is indicated for red lead, ac- 
cording to reports of activity in the 
local markets. As is the case with the 
other lead products, prices have been 
steady but unchanged in harmony with 
the position of the metal. Local sellers 
quote 7@7%c. per pound for domestic 
offerings. Bids opened on October 15 
for furnishing navy supplies at Ports- 
mouth called for 30,000 pounds dry red 
lead. The lowest bid submitted was 
6%c. per pound. 

LITHARGE.—There is an excellent 
demand for litharge, and sales of the 
oxides are well ahead of last year. No 
new features have developed during the 
week, but deliveries are good and new 
business is satisfactory. Quotations re- 
main at 7@7%c. per pound. Eighteen 
casks of litharge valued at $505 were 
exported last week to Kobe. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—This market 
is quiet, but local sellers say consumers 


are drawing on existing orders in sea- 
sonable tashion. New business is 
small and without feature. Quotations 
are held at 84%@1vc, 

ZINCS.—The demand for all selec- 
tions of zines is reported as good, and 
large quantities are passing to con- 
sumers. Bids were opened on Tuesday 
tor supplying 1,500 pounds brown zinc 


in oil to tne Navy Department at 
Brooklyn, The low bid was 5.9c. per 
pound. On November 5 bids will be 


opened for furnishing 240,000 pounds 
white zinc in oil at Brooklyn. Quota- 
tions for zincs in the local market are 
Steady at:—54%@6%c. for American 
process; 7@7%c. for French process, red 
seal; 7%@7%c. for French process, 
green seal; 8@8%4c. for French process, 
white seal, according to quality. Ger- 
man brands (French process) are as 
follows:—Red__ seal, _7%@8%c.; green 
seal, 8% @8%c.; white seal, 93.@9%%c., ac- 
carding to quality. 


Dry Colors. 


BLACKS, 


Consumers of the various grades of 
blacks are calling for deliveries on ex- 
isting orders and consumption is of 
good volume. Exports last week in- 
cluded bone black to the value of $650 
and carbon black to the value of $5,745. 
Under the heading of dry colors were 
exports valued at $2,360. Prices in the 
local market are 5@8c. for carbon black, 
8@7c. for lampblacks, 3@5c. for ivory 
and $21@25 per ton for mineral blacks. 
Bids were opened on Tuesday calling 
for 1,500 pounds lampblack in oil for the 
Navy Department at Brooklyn, and 
10.1c. per pound was the low quotation. 


BLUES. 

Imports of ten casks and 60 packages 
of ultramarine from Rotterdam were 
noted this week. Blues are receiving 
fair inquiry, but stocks of some selec- 
tions are light and prices are firmly 
held at 4@6c. for celestial, 40@41c. for 
soluble, 30@31c. for Chinese, 5@15c. for 
ultramarine. 


BROWNS, 


Browns are selling moderately well, 
but there are no special features to re- 
port. Prices are steady and are quoted 
as follows:—3@9c. for Italian sienna, 
burnt and powdered; 24@8c. for Amer- 
ican burnt and powdered; 2@2éc. for 
American umber, burnt and powdered;

The window glass situation is ex-

this year, 

“Factories have made unusual re- 


pairs this past summer preparing to 
turn out a superior quality. Many fac- 
tories have rebuilt their furnaces and 
flattening ovens and several have re- 
placed their flattening equipment com- 
plete. New glass this year will be of 
a high standard both in quality and 
strength, with a strong neat package 
the hand made product should have the 
call over other brands.”

Oil Tankers for British Navy. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 18, 1912.

Tenders have been taken for an oil tanker 
of nearly 9,000 tons dead weight and 436 
feet in length, to be fitted with two-stroke 
Diesel engines, and contracts have been 
placed for the two other tankers are to be 
built at Devenport and the other at Bar- 
row, the capacity of each to be about 
1,000 tons. Even more noteworthy is the 
proposed adoption of Diesel oil engines 
for auxiliary purposes. In connection 
with electric lighting, for instance, Diesel 
engines up to one-hundred horse power 
are to be almost exclusively employed 
in the new warships. Then there is to

To sup- 
ply the motive power for all these new 
vessels a considerably larger supply of 
fuel oil will be required, and for this 
supply the Admiralty is drawing largely 
on the Scottish mineral oil companies. 


Recently orders aggregating some 200,000 
tons were given to the four principal re- 
fining companies in proportion to their 
output. The price paid is approximately 


444 cents per gallon, which is undoubt- 
edly quite a satisfactory one, in view of 
the fact that the Admiralty will take 


delivery of the oil as it is offered and pay 

cash for it. This oil is delivered for the 
inost part at Granton, Grangemouth, and 
the new depot in the neighborhood of 
Rosyth. There are reports of further im- 
portant developments on the east coast 
of Scotland in connection with the storage 
of oil fuel for the Admiralty.

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Judge Oliver H. Picher, 


Judge Oliver H. Picher died at Pasa- 
dena, Cal., on Friday, October 4, due to 
an attack of stomach trouble from which 
he had suffered for about a year. Judge 
Picher was 67 years old. He was born 
April 18, 1845, at Madison, Ind., where 
he procured his early education. In 1864 
he left school to take part in the civil 
war, and was chosen first lieutenant of 
a company of volunteers composed large- 
lv of students. After the war he moved 
to Springfield, Mo., where he studied law. 
Afterward he went to Carthage, Mo., 
where he was made judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas. In 1874 he went to Chi- 
cago, but the next year he became @ 
resident of Joplin, Mo., and became a 
leading spirit in the municipal advance- 
ment of that city. In 1887 Judge Picher 
became interested in the Picher Lead 
Works, and the company was reorganized 
with Judge Picher as president. With 
him were affiliated the late Colonel Pres- 
ton, W. H. Picher and E. O. Bartlett. 
Under the able management of these gen- 
tlemen the company forged rapidly to 
the front, and to Judge Picher is largely 
attributed the position which the Picher 
Lead Company now occupies in the white 
lead industry of this country. 

In addition to his own personal inter- 
ests, Judge Picher took an active part in 
working for the betterment of his adopt- 
ed city. As president of the Joplin Com- 
mercial Club he built up the most suc- 
cessful administration that organization 
can boast of. In his later years he was 
unusually active in every movement that 
made for the welfare of his fellow men, 
and gave liberally of his wealth, and all 
who knew him offer the highest words 
of praise for his_ personal integrity. his 
fine character and unselfish citizenship. 

Judge Picher is survived by his widow, 
a daughter, Mrs. Harriet Sandusky, of St. 
Louis, and a son, Oliver S. Picher, who 
succeeded him in the management of the 
Picher Lead Company. 


Richard C. Worthington. 


Richard C. Worthington, aged 46, a 
leading spirit in the paint and varnish 
business, died on October 18 at his home 
in Philadelphia, after a lingering illness. 
He was one of the best known men in 
the trade, and was the founder of the 
Terabentine Company. Inc. The funeral 
took place at the home, No. 4518 Chester 
avenue, and he was buried in West Lau- 
rel Hill Cemetery. 

Mr. Worthington was a native of Eng- 
land, having been born near Liverpool. 
He came to this country about twenty- 
five years ago. He was educated in the 
public schools of England and studied 
medicine and chemistry at Oxford Uni- 
versity. After his arrival in this coun- 
try he lived for a time in Philadelphia, 
being connected with prominent oil con- 
cerns. Later he removed to Richmond, 
Va., and during his residence there mar- 
ried Miss Eva Putney. 

Ten years ago he returned to Phila- 

delphia and became associated with the 
Union Petroleum Company. He also be- 
came identified with L. J. McCloskey & 
Co., varnish makers, and later with Wil- 
liam Waterall & Co. For years Mr. 
Worthington had been’ experimenting 
with a chemical substitute for turpentine, 
and about seven years ago succeeded in 
perfecting the composition and organized 
the Terabentine Company. 
Mr. Worthington was a member of the 
Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia and 
of the Drug and Chemical Club of New 
York. He is survived by a widow and 
three sons,

SARS Be SOic ince cascesvse 1 
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Shortage in New Opium Crop Pre- 
dicted. 


Virgile P. Prossen, representative of 
Barker Brothers, opium merchants, of 
Smyrna, Turkey, arrived in New York 


last week on his yearly visit to this coun- 
try and is now making his headquarters 
with Oscar Brickner, the United States 
agent for Barker Brothers, in the latter’s 
Offices at 100 William street. 

While explaining and discussing the 
opium crop and political situation in Tur- 
key and Southeastern Europe and Asia 
Minor upon his arrival in this city, Mr. 
Prossen said:— 

“Even under the most favorable con- 
ditions from this time on only a compara- 
tively small crop of opium can be ex- 
pected next year because of the indisput- 
ably restrictive influence upon production 
exerted by the greatly disturbed political 
situation in Turkey. It must be borne in 
mind that the Macedonian fields, from 
which there is usually gathered 25 per 
cent. of the total crop, are in the very 
heart of the country where hostilities are 
centering. In order to obtain even a nor- 
mal yield of gum from this producing ter- 
ritory, it is necessary that all the fall 
planting and field work be accomplished 
prior to November, and this will be abso- 
lutely impossible this year, because of 
the political upheaval and possible war- 
fare with Greece and the Balkan States, 
which will take many men from the fields 
to become soldiers. The recent signing of 
the peace treaty between Italy and Tur- 
key has eliminated the most harrassing 
of the Ottoman Empire’s wars, but fur- 
ther attacks upon that country. by her 
neighbors appear inevitable and will sure- 
ly draw heavily upon her subjects who 
otherwise would be engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits and other peaceful occupa- 
tions. Thus a falling off in the 1912-1913 
yield of Turkish opium appears inevitable. 

“*‘With regard to the opium crop of Tur- 
kish Asia Minor, it is equally certain that 
the sowings this fall will be neglected 
because of a lack of sufficient labor to 
work the soil, due to the volunteering and 
drafting of every able-bodied man for 
army service. 

“Within the next sixty days, prices for 
the 1911-1912 crop of opium in Turkey will 
be governed solely by the extent of the 
demand, unless speculators re-enter the 
primary markets in large number for the 
purpose of anticipating with heavy pur- 
chases the expected diminution in next 
year’s yield, and by accumulating enor- 
mous quantities of the gum and holding it 
for a rise bring about a sharp uplift of 
prices in these centers, which would con- 
stitute a serious obstacle to legitimate 
buying by the drug interests, who would 
be compelled to pay much higher figures 
than now prevail. 

“The political troubles and warfare in 
Turkey have hitherto compelled many 
operators in the primary markets to un- 
load sizable amounts of the gum from 
time to time, as they have been hard 
pressed for ready money when the cur- 
rency stringency, incident to the Turko- 
Italian war, became unusually acute. 
Recently, however, the monetary needs 
of the sellers have been relieved to a 
great extent by the ending of the war with 
Italy, and it is not expected, therefore, 
that the necessity for converting their 
holdings into cash will influence the sell- 
ers to as great an extent hereafter. 

‘“‘Next year’s opium yield, that is the 
crop of 1912-1913, is now estimated by us 
at a maximum of 6,000 cases. Stocks at 
the beginning of the new crop season 
amount to about 900 cases, of which 700 
are held in Smyrna, and 200 in Constanti- 
nople. There are no surplus supplies in 
Salonica. To offset this estimated yield 
of 6,000 cases and stocks of 900 cases, 
making a total available supply of 6,900 
cases, we figure that consumption for the 
ensuing year will reach 6,500 to 7,000 cases. 

“This year’s Persian crop failed to re- 
lieve the situation so far as druggists’ 
quality opium is concerned, as the yield 
in this territory has proved exception- 
ally small—considerably below the aver- 
age—and very few cases of it have become 
available for the medicinal opium manu- 
facturers, as almost all of it has gone 
into consumption in the Far East, chiefly 
in the form of smoking opium. 

“As of direct influence upon the Turkish 
markets, extensive buying by Japanese 
merchants and operators in both Smyrna 
and Constantinople must be counted upon 
within the ensuing vyvear. These buyers 
from the Mikado's island constituted im- 
portant purchasing factors two years ago 
and last year, and, as they are already in 
Constantinople this year, it is presumed 
that they contemplate making large pur- 
ehases in the Turkish markets within the 
near future to make up for what they 
cannot obtain in other markets. 

“Consumers had an opportunity to buy 
in the Turkish markets this year as low 
as 16s. and 17s., but they generally failed 
to avail themselves of this chance, as 
they were in most instances deceived by 
the unfounded estimates on this year’s 
crop, which figured the yield at 9,000 cases. 
an amount which subsequently has proved 
much larger than the actual production 
for 1911-1912. 

“It is now expected that buyers will have 
to pay very much higher levels. When

the absurdly high estimates on this year’s 
Turkish crop were first voiced, consumers 
hoped to be able to buy eventually at 
15s, to 15s., provided that they held off 
long enough. A sharp upward movement 
in prices was begun about the middle of 
August, when heavy legitimate purchas- 
ing operations were inaugurated in the 
primary markets and the position was 
strengthened further by active specula- 
tion on the long side. As a result of the 


consequent uplift of prices, Smyrna and 
Constantinople manufacturers of medi- 
cinal opium preparations and derivatives 
have been compelled to pay 19s. to 2is., 
and in a few cases as high as 22s, in order 
to fill their immediate and pressing re- 
quirements. We, therefore, look for the 


maintenance of present prices if not the 


reaching of much higher levels within 
the near future.”’

LINSEED OL. 

Important developments are reported 
in the linseed market during the 
week. Trading has been good and 
prices have broken to new low levels 
for the season. Spot oil in extra large 
lots was offered at 58c. while car lots 
were freely quoted at 59c. Prices for 
the balance of the year are unsettled 
and vary according to seller, None of 
the local sellers seem anxious to book 
November business and December de- 
livery is being negotiated on private 
terms. January forward, however, has 
opened up very noticeably and 47c. 
could have been obtained this week 
on desirable contracts covering Janu- 
ary-June delivery, while 48c. was ac- 
cepted for car lots. Bids of 45c. were 
made by certain buyers, and crushers 
have held out hopes that they will 
soon be able to consummate these con- 
tracts on the 45ec. basis.

Receipts of seed at Western grain

surprisingly well, so much so that tel- 
graphic advices at the close of the 
week state that harvesting will be com- 
pleted in two weeks if the weather 
continues favorable. Another very im- 
portant dvelopment of the week has 
been the official announcement that the 
acreage sown to flax in the Argentine 
is 4,310,000 acres, which represents a 
gain over last year contrary to reports 
up to this time which agreed that the 
acreage there had been cut down this 
year. This report had a sentimental 
effect upon the local market, but it al- 
so has a positive effect inasmuch as it 
removes the possibility of European 
buyers invading the United States mar- 
kets as had been threatened. It is 
nlso worthy of mention that the flax- 
seed markets are not governed solely 
by local conditions, but are subject to 
the world’s production, for a stringency 
in the European markets would drive 
up the price of seed at our markets, 
even though bumper crops were pro- 
duced in this country.

Although closing on a downward trend be- 
cause of selling for profits by longs, the lard 
market at Chicago this week showed decided 
firmness, and at one time stood 15@20c. higher 
than a week ago. ~ Strength in the market dur- 
ing the earlier part of the week was largely 
occasioned by the advanced prices of hogs, 
which sold higher than at any previous time 
in two years, and by the substantial reduction 
made in local holdings of lard since October 1.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—Fresh supplies 
of China wood oil reached the market 
this week from Chinese ports.

Sev- 
eral orders are said to be in the hands 
of sellers to be executed when 8c. or 
better is available for guaranteed oil. 
Spot goods are held at 84%@9c. and 
futures are quoted in most cases at 
84%4c. On the Dacre Castle which was 
lost at sea the manifests show that 
there were 8,343 piculs of oil consign- 
ed to New York and 5600 piculs for 
Boston. 


COCOANUT OILS.—Conditions gov- 
erning the market for cocoanut oil were 
practically unchanged during the past 
week. Advices from abroad report firm 
markets, but trading was only mod- 
erate. Locally, supplies of all grades 
were very small, and sellers were hold- 
ing out for higher prices in several 
instances. Available supplies of Cochin 
oil were in the hands of a few dealers, 
and strictly prime stock was not of- 
fered under llc, per pound, with sales 
noted in a small way at 11%c. per 
pound. For shipment prices ranged 
from 10 to 10%c. per pound, as to 
quality. There was a fair inquiry for 
Ceylon oil, but prices closed the week 
unchanged. In London Ceylon cocoa- 
nut oil for October-November shipment 
was quoted at £39 10s. per ton, equiva- 
lent to about 9c., c. i, £. New York. 
Sales were noted "for spot delivery at 
9%c, per pound, with sellers asking 9% 
@9%c. at the close of the week. For 
shipment 8%@%c. per pound could be 
done. Copra oil was offered at 9c. 
per pound. Copra was a shade easier 
abroad, but this had no apparent effect 
upon the oil situation. 

CORN OIL.—The feature in the mar- 
ket for corn oil was the reduction in 
the price which occurred on Friday. 
Leading interests lowered their quota- 
tion 10 points, from $5.95 per 100 pounds 
to $5.85. The market was easy all week, 
and independent operators were shad- 
ing prices freely. Sales of car lots 
were noted at 5 to 10 points under the 
regular figure.

The demand locally was 
quiet, due chiefly to the high prices 
prevailing. Sellers were asking from 
86 to 92c. per gallon for denatured oil, 
as to quality. Foots were advanced 
about 4c. per pound. Prime green 
stock closed at 74%@7%c. per pound for 
spot delivery, with futures held at the 
outside figure. The stocks of olive oil 
abroad were liberal, with the bulk of 
the supplies being held for higher 
prices. 

PALM OIL.—Price changes in the 
market for palm oil were within nar- 
row compass during the interval. Trad- 
ing was wholly routine in character, 
and in some quarters red prime: oil 
was offered at slight concessions. Ad- 
vices from abroad noted a steady mar- 
ket, with the demand seasonable. Lagos 
for spot delivery was quoted at 7% 
@7%c. per pound, with the outside fig- 
ure prevailing. Futures were avail- 
able on the same basis. Prime red 
oil was reported sold at 6%c. per 
pound, with prices ranging from this 
figure up to 6%c. Off grades were 
being offered at 6% to 6%4c. per pound. 

Under date of October 12 Liverpool 
writes:— 

The declining tendency has made further 
material progress, and with a visible dimin- 
ished demand prices have experienced through- 
out a fresh drop of 5s.@10s. per ton for nearly 
all descriptions. Lagos is 50s, lower. The 
total transactions amount to about 1,000 tons; 
the statistical position of the article is strong 
enough and the visible supply rather below 
the average of the season, which indicates 
evidently a decline in supplies, and conse- 
quently the offerings for the time being are 
mostly from the second hands, while import- 
ers prefer to look on. The menacing political 
situation in the Orient is overshadowing the 
whole business world, and in the face of this 
a further move downward is probable enough, 
though it is not expected that same will be 
of any great importance, 


PALM KERNEL OIL.—There was 
no change in the palm kernel oil situa- 
tion. Business was only fair, but prices 
were well maintained in sympathy with 
the market abroad and the continued 
firmness in cocoanut oils. Routine 
sales were reported at 8%c. per pound, 
with some sellers asking up to 9c. 
There was some inquiry for futures. 
In the distant positions dealers were 
asking from 8% to 8%c. per pound, 
as to quality. 

PEANUT OIL.—A fair inquiry was 
reported for peanut oil for soap mak- 
ing, and the ideas of sellers were higher 
in several instances. The trend of 
prices abroad was downward, but this 
had no apparent effect upon the do- 
mestic trade, as stocks on hand were 
only moderate. Closing prices ranged 
from 6% to 7%c. per pound, as to 
quality and seller. In some quarters 
soap grades were quoted as high as 
8c. per pound 

RAPESEED OIL.—The market for 
rapeseed oil was firm during the past 
week. This was due chiefly to the 
scarcity of spot supplies and the up- 
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ward trend of prices abroad. There 
was a good demand for refined stock, 
which was quoted at 70c. per gallon for 
spot delivery. Blown was irregular, 
with sellers asking from 72c. to T4c. 
per gallon, French burning rape oil 
closed unchanged at 80@85c., as to 
dealer and grade. For goods to arrive 
spot prices could be shaded from ic, to 
2c, per gallon, 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Priceg for soya 
bean oil maintained an even course 
during the past week, The consuming 
demand was quiet, and with supplies 
ample to meet current requirements, 
oil was offered freely at 64@6%c. per 
pound. For small lots dealers were 
asking 6%c. per pound, with sales noted 
at this figure. There was very little 
call for futures and prices quoted were 
on a parity with the spot basis in most 
instances. In Hull the market was 
firm, with the demand fairly active. 
The exports of soya bean oil from 
Japan for the seven months ending 
July 31, amounted to 6,446,119 kin, 
valued at 893,372 yen, against 5,517,291 
kin, valued at 797,308 yen, during the 
same time a year ago,

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—Aside from a firm market 
there were no noteworthy changes in 
the cod oil situation during the past 
week. The demand was fairly active, 
and in several instances dealers were 
asking higher prices. First hands were 
very firm in their views with offerings 
comparatively small from these 
sources. Newfoundland oil was quoted 
from 438 to 45 cents per gallon, as to 
dealer and quantity. Domestic stock 
sold from 41 to 43 cents per gallon. 

DEGRAS OIL.—Price changes in the 
market for degras were unimportant 
within the past week. The demand 
from consumers was fair, but on mod- 
erate offerings, especially of foreign 
grades, prices were well maintained. 
English degras closed at 3c. per 
pound, with German stock nominally 
held at 3%c. French grades were quot- 
ed at 4@6c. per pound. American de- 
gras was nominally quoted at 8c, per 
pound. 

HERRING OIL.—Conditions in the 
trade for herring oil were unchanged. 
Offerings were small, and with the 
demand only routine, prices were whol- 
ly nominal. 

LARD OIL.—With a steady demand 
noted from foreign and domestic 
sources, prices on the higher grades 
closed the week slightly higher. The 
firm position of lard also affects the 
situation materially. Sales of strictly 
prime winter oil were reported at 93 
cents per gallon in a small way, but 
at the close of the week very little oil 
was offered under this basis. Prime 
oil was available at 88@9$2c. per gallon, 
with off prime held at 70@74c. Extra 
No. 1 was quoted at 60@64c, per gallon;

yellow bleached, 36@37c.; white bleach- 
ed winter, 38@39c. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—The market for 
neatsfoot oil closed the week un- 
changed. Trading was wholly routine 
in character, and sales put through 
were on the basis of prices quoted. 
Supplies on hand were moderate, and 
the high position of raw materials holds 
prices firm. Quotations follow:—20-de- 
gree cold test, 98c.@$1 per gallon; 30- 
degree cold test, 92@94c.; 40-degree cold 
test, 83@84c.; prime, 62@65c.; dark, 58 
@60c.

Holders were asking higher 
prices, which resulted in no transac- 
tions. Whalebone was quiet and fea- 
tureless.

For Regulation of Cuban Trade in 
Foreign Patent Medicines 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 18, 1912. 


The Foreign Tariff Section of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
has been. advised upon Cuban authority 
that a bill regulating the importation and 
sale of foreign medicines in Cuba is un- 
der consideration. Among the provisions 
of the bill are the following:—Foreign 
patent medicines may be distributed for 
sale in Cuba only when the sales repre- 
sentative is a Cuban pharmacist; the 
label must indicate the names and quan- 
tities of the component materials to 
which the preparation owes its medicinal 
properties; the Cuban Academy of 
Sciences must be satisfied that the medi- 
cine actually possesses the proverties ad- 
vertised, and a consular certificate must 
be produced to the effect that the medi- 
cine has been made in laboratories legal- 
ly operating in the country of origin. 
“Advices come from Russia to the effect 


that changes in the customs tariff of that 
country include the reduction of the rate 
of duty on raw cocoa from the equivalent 
in rubles, etc., from $9.63 to $6.42 per 100 
pounds. The duty on sulphate of ammo- 
nia is reduced in the equivalent in rubles 
from $1.18 to 57 cents per 100 pounds. The 
latter rate is to remain in effect to the 
end of 1917. During the same _ period 
nitrate of calcium and calcium cyanamide 
are exempted from duty.

Requirements of Department of 
Weights and Measures for 1913.

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Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Oct, 19, 1912. 

Interest in the crude market has cen- 
tered in the details of the September 
statement. The runs from the Pennsyl- 
vania field, including Ohio, Kentucky 
and Indiana, for the month totaled 
2,253,815 barrels, a daily average of 
‘5,127 barrels, as compared with 2,582,- 
757 as the August total, a daily average 
of 83,315 barrels. Deliveries in the same 
field amounted to 5,381,265 barrels, an 
average of 177,709 barrels per day for 
September, and 6,918,272 barrels, a daily 
average of 223,170 barrels for August. 
Gross stocks held at the close of Sep- 
tember reached 11,248,199 barrels, as 
against 11,315,925 barrels at the close 
of August. The Illinois summary shows 
1,885,226 barrels as the runs from the 
wells during September, while the regu- 
lar deliveries totaled 1,359,968 barrels, 
and other deliveries 1,213,406 barrels. 

The gross stocks at the close of the 
month were 13,949,064 barrels, as com- 
pared with 14,682,823 barrels at the close 
of August. Of supplementary interest 
is the advance report showing the ex- 
ports of crude oil during September, 
amounting to 16,434,125 barrels, bring- 
ing the total for the eight months of 
the year to 133,696,479 barrels, as com- 
pared with 129,071,735 barrels for the 
corresponding period of last year. 

The week’s summary Of operations in 
the Eastern fields indicates a gratify- 
ing gain in completions as well as new 
production. During the week 186 wells 
were brought in, of which 122 were pro- 
ducers to the extent of 8,589 barrels 
as the daily average total. For the 
previous week were recorded 164 com- 
pletions, of which 116 were oil wells, 
with a total of 5,200 barrels per day. 
The greatest gain in new wells for the 
week under review is credited to West 
Virginia, and while the pew production 
scored a more than proportionate in- 
crease, it fell below that of the Illinois 


field, although Illinois was surpassed 
by West Virginia in cormipletions. The 
most interesting result in West Vir- 
ginia was experienced in Kanawha 


county in the big Sandy district, where 
a well was brought in with a reported 
initial capacity of 100 burrels an hour. 
According to a later report, it hud set- 
tled into a producer good for 250 bar- 
rels a day. The well found its pay in 
the Berea grit. The eastern extension 
of the Blue Creek field is believed to 
be promising for considerable new pro- 
duction. Active work is also in prog- 
ress to the northeast, where one of the 
late completions of the gusher type has 
been holding up at the rate of 400 bar- 
rels a day. Within the older limits 





of the pool a well starting to flow at 
the rate of thirty barreis an hour has 
been brought in. The total production 
of the Blue Creek pool is reported as 
about 10,000 barrels a day. Interest 
in the developments of Harrison county 
has been accentuated by the record of 
the late producers, although the star 
producer, which came in at the rate of 


000 barrels a day, has failed to hold 
this capacity, a later report giving it 
as hait the original amount. There 


are several other noteworthy wells in 
the section north of Shinnston with 
much better than the average capacity. 
The wells in the new development of 
Spencer district, Roane county, are also 
maintaining an encouraging record. 
Also crowding into the lime-light has 
been the new development in Keading 
township, of Perry county, Ohio, where 
a Well coming in at the rate of approxi- 
mately 400 parrels the first twenty- 
four hours has been the feature of 
the week’s operations. ‘The estimated 
production of this district is now more 
than 1,000 barrels a day, and a favor- 
able feature of the pool is the excep- 


tional staying quality of the wells. 
The week's advices from the Ken- 
tucky fields note several strikes of 


more than the average capacity. The 
most significant of the completions was 
a wildcat drilled in Morgan county, 
which was regarded promising for fifty 
barrels a day at a depth of 1,200 feet. 
The oil is described as a fine, green 
product with the quality higher than 
that usually found in the shallow sands 
of the upper part of the State. Wayne 
county furnished a seventy-five barrel 
completion in the Rock Creek pool. 
Lawrence county is the most active 
field of upper Kentucky, but the wells 
brought in during the week were gen- 
erally small, not exceeding ten barrels 
a day. 

A twenty-barrel well was credited to 
Ohio county in the western part of the 
State, the first strike in the new field 
for several weeks. 

The week’s review of the Lima of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana shows 
nothing of particular interest. There 
was a decline in both completed work 
and new production. The wells were 
all of medium capacity and drilled 
within the defined limits. The Illinois 
new production during the week scored 
a substantial gain, although the in- 
crease in the number of completions 
was slight. The more favorable show- 
ing as to new production is due to the 
bringing in of a number of good wells 
in Lawrence county as well as the new 
Allendale development of Wabash 
county. In the latter was reported a

he first material development in the 
local market for illuminating oil since 
last July was experienced during the 
week with the announcement of a de- 
cline of ten points in the export sched- 
ule for bulk oil to 4.65c. for 110 test 
and 5.65c. for 150 test. Barrels and 
eases were unaffected. The easier po- 
sition of the market is associated with 
the continued difficulty to effect ship- 
ments of bulk oil owing to the premium 
on tank vessels. An interesting event 
of the week has been the advices of the 
attempt of the German government to 
create a petroleum monopoly, particu- 
larly with reference to the illuminant 
product. This move is aimed at the 
American company which has been 
most active and successful in holding 
up the German trade, and its practices 
of dealing direct with the consuming 
masses wherever practicable has fos- 
tered considerable opposition on the 
part of the wholesale and retail oil 
houses in Germany. We have discussed 
this subject editorially. Advance sta- 
tistics record the exports of illuminat- 
ing oil for September as 106,328,645 gal- 
lons, as against 83,221,463 gallons 
for August and 106,184,440 — gallons 
for September, 1911. For the first nine 
months of this year the aggregate 
reached 766,792,209 gallons ($46,801,470), 
as compared with 865,399,499 gallons 
($47,419,592) for the same period previ- 
ously. Clearances from the local port 
for the week comprised 9,660,230 gallons, 


while 9,622,390 gallons represented the 


yrrevious total.

There have been no new features in 
the local market for the naphthas dur- 
ing the interval, and the conditions 
show no practical variation.

Official 
statistics note the country’s exports 
for September as 15,100,889 gallons, as 
against 21,386,714 gallons for August 
and 12,546,896 gallons for September, 
1911. For the first nine months of the 
current year the total reached 140,015,- 
836 gallons ($14,638,365), as compared 
with 97,202,492 galloms ($8,015,648), for the 
same period in 1911. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the past week 
with refined petroleum in bulk:—The 
British steamer Saxoleine, for Havre, 
with 1,686,580 gallons of refined; the 
British steamer Kara, for London, with 
500,000 gallons refined, and the Brit- 
ish steamer Narragansett, for Avon- 
mouth, with 2,925,000 gallons refined 
and 62,700 gallons fuel oil. 





Lubricating Oils. 


The demand reflects continued confi- 
dence in the market, and measures 
well up to the seasonable average. Ad- 
vance statistics give the country’s ex- 
ports for September as_ 16,298,604 
gallons, as against 18,840,138 gallons 
for August and 19,139,428 gallons for 
September, 1911. The aggregate for the 
nine months of the current year 
reached 159,350,082 gallons, valued at 
$20,594,820, as compared with 133,019,- 
867 gallons ($16,679,358) for the corre- 
sponding period previously. Values are 
nominally steady for all descriptions.

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS, 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent, ) 


Findlay, Ohio, October 18, 112, 

During the past week in the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio 11 wells were com- 
pleted, with a new production of 105 bar- 
rels. This is a decrease of 1 completed 
well, 1 dry hole, and 37 barrels of new 
production. The decrease is due to the 
fact that the Wood county development 
failed to show its high production of the 
previous week. Only two wells were com-= 
pleted in this field, both being good for 10 
barrels each. The Hancock county field 
was the most productive, showing the com- 
pletion of '5 wells, with a new production 
of 75 barrels. Allen had two 25-barrel pro- 
ducers, while the best that could be found 
in seneca and Sandusky counties was one 
well and 10 barrels each. 


Nothing has been reported from the deep- 
sand wells in the Hancock county field, and 
it will probably be three or four weeks be- 
fore the first deep test is completed. The 
Ohio Oil Company is in a quandary as to 
what steps to take in the matter of further 
drilling its test on the Grubb farm in Lib- 
erty township, and it is a question whether 
it is best to case the well at a depth of 
close to 2,500 feet, or about 1,600 feet in 
the Trenton rock, or abandon the project 
as a failure. Up to the time drilling was 
suspended there were no favorable indica- 
tions, and it looks as though the discovery 
of a deep pay in the immediate Hancock 
county fields will depend upon the futuré 
tests rather than the initial effort. In other 
sections of the Northwestern Ohio fields 
operations continue to hold their own. The 
wells are all of the medium average and 
mostly in defined districts. Before many 
weeks there will probably be a falling off 
in development work for the winter.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM FIELD. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., Oct. 18, 1912. 


The Illinois petroleum fields show a gain in 
new production during the week in review, due 
to the finding of a number of good wells in the 
Lawrence county field and the new Allendale 
development in Wabash township, Wabash 
county. Petty township, in Lawrence county, 
is the most active and some good wells are 





being found from time to time, The returns 
for the week show the completion of forty- 
three wells, six were dry, while the remaining 
thirty-seven showed a production of 4,103 bar- 
rels. This is an increase of three in com- 
pleted wells, one dry hole and a gain of 1,412 
barrels of new production over the previous 
report. The new Allendale pool in Wabash 
township, Wabash county, showed the com- 
pletion of two good wells. The Siam Oil and 
Gas Company completed the initial test on the 
John Prout heirs’ farm in section 4, and it 
is a 225-barrel producer. The same company 
completed No. 1 on the Edwin Smith farm in 
section ¥, and it is a fifty-barrel producer. 
The completion of these two wells gives the 
Allendale field a brighter outlook than a few 
weeks ago. The Lawrence county field is the 
most active and most promising section of the 
Illinois field, and more work is being started 
than at any other time in the last several 
months, During the earlier months of the 
present year it looked as if the Illinois fields 
were due to take a big slump after the fail- 
ing of the Carlyle pool in Wade township, 
Clinton county, but the deep sand fields of 
Lawrence county, with the new development 
at Allendale, have brightened the prospects 
= new work is being started in all direc- 
ions. 

During the week the Lawrence county field 
showed the largest number of completions, hay- 
ing twenty-one; two were dry and the new 
production amounted to 3,275 barrels. Craw- 
ford county was next with sixteen, of which 
number four were dry; the new production was 
475 barrels, a gain of 287 over the previous 
week. In Wabash county two wells showed a 
production of 275 barrels. No completions 
were reported from Clinton county. 

The iargest well to be found in the Law- 
rence county field was completed by the Ohio 
Oil Company with its No. 37 on the Joe B. 
Lewis farm, which showed a production of 
155 barrels in the Kirkwood sand, Chammes 
and others completed their initial test on the 
Thomas Seed farm, and it is a seventy-barrel 
well in the Bridgeport sand. The Ohio Oil 
Company’s No, 16 on the J. E. Johnson farm 
is a seventy-five barrel well. Their No. 4 on 
the H. L. Mefford farm is a forty-barrel pro- 
ducer. The Bridgeport Oil Company’s No. 22 
on the G. L, Miller farm is a fitty-barrel well. 
No. 23 on the same farm is a forty-barrel 
well. Their No. 16 on the A, Balizell farm 
is a seventy-barrel well in the Kirkwood sand. 
Snowden Brothers’ test on the A. C. Drole 
farm is a 1,000,000-foot gas well. The Ohio 
Oil Company’s No. 3 on the J. W. Highfield 
farm is a 2U0-barrel well, No. 5 on the EB. M. 
Cooper farm is a 100-barrel well at a depth 
of 1,636 feet. 

In Crawford county the Ohio Oil Company 
completed a tenth test on the Joe Band farm 
and it is a 100-barrel pumper. The Kewanee 
Oil and Gas Company completed No. 14 on the 
Charles Baldwin farm and it is a ninety-bar- 


rel well. The Ohio Oil Company’s No. 11 on 
the M. A. Thornton is a seventy-five-barrel 
pumper,

Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 17, 1912. 


The most interesting feature of the Eastern 
petroleum fields east of the Mississippi River 
for the week in review is the development in 
the Illinois and West Virginia fields. These 
two districts are the main producing sections 
of the Eastern field, with Illinois having the 
better of West Virginia. Both fields show 
the completion of a number of large wells 
during the past week. 

During the week in review in the Eastern 
field, comprising Pennsylvania, Southern New 
York, West Virginia, Illinois, Southeastern, 
Northwestern and Central Ohio fields, Indiana 
and Kentucky, a total of 186 wells were com- 
pleted, 64 were dry holes and gas wells, while 
the new production amounted to 8,589 barrels.

During the past week in the Little Mountain 
State a total of sixty-nine wells were com- 
pleted, thirty-one were dry holes and gas 
wells, while the new production is 3,538 bar- 
rels. This is a gain of twenty-five in com- 
pleted wells, ten in dry holes and gas wells, 
while the new production shows a gain of 
2,055 barrels over the previous week’s report. 
Kanawha county leads, as usual, in active 
work, showing the completion of nineteen 
wells, of which number two were dry holes, 
while the new production amounted to 2,445 
barrels. Harrison county was next with six 
completions, of which number three were dry, 
and the new production amounted to 610 bar- 
rels. Roane county failed to show the com- 
pletion of a gusher during the week, and the 
best that four wells could offer was sixty 
barrels of new production. 


Central Ohio, 


The Central Ohio fields have nothing out of 
the ordinary for the week in review, as com- 
pletions were scarce both in the oil and gas 
districts. More new work is starting and un- 
der way than at any other time during the 
past several months, and the next few weeks 
should prove to be the most active of the 
present year. The most active work at this 
time is being carried on in Ashland and Lick- 
ing counties field, with the former the most 
active, as in Hopewell and Perry townships a 
number of wells are being put down for oil, 
and in some cases they are having fair suc- 
cess. The latest completion in this section is 
a twenty-barrel producer completed by the 
KE. H. Everett Oil and Gas Company of New- 
ark on the J. L. Leatherman farm, which 
shows that oil can be found in that section. 
Active work is going on in the Gibsonville 
field in Laurel township, Hocking county, 
where operations are for gas. Another section 
of Hocking county that is attracting more 
than usual attention is near Union Furnace, 
where the Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany completed two thirty-barrel producers a 
few months ago, which was in strictly wildcat 
territory. Other wells are now being sunk in 
that section in hopes of finding an extension to 
the Gore fields, which is located northwest of 
Starr township, where the producer is located. 
Leasing is the most important feature at this 
time, and the well-known concerns operating 
in the Gore-Straitsville field have meir field 
men out leasing up all available territory. 
The Logan company holds the bulk of territory 
in the vicimity of the producer on the Co- 
luirbus brick and terra cotta lands, and they 
are sinking several additional tests. 

The Wooster field, in Wooster and Franklin 
townships, in Wayne county, failed to show 
the completion of a well the past week. The 
most important well due at this time is Neff 
& Overman's test on the J. B. Eyman farm, in 
East Union township. This well is down about 
3,300 feet and it looks as if it would prove a 
failure. The Cuyahoga county development is 
proving a failure and only a few wells are 
being driled. Completions in the gas fields 
were light for the week in review. Ashland 
county leads with four, Knox county has two, 
while the best that Richland, Lorain, Medina 
and Cuyahoga counties could offer was one 
each. Three wells were completed in Licking 
county. 

Southeastern Ohio. 


Operations in the Southeastern Ohio fields 
during the week remained about the same, and 
only 258 barrels of new production were found, 
a slight decrease from the previous week's 
report. The completions show a decrease of 
one and the dry holes and gas wells increased 
one. The deep sand fields of Perry and Hock- 
ing counties, while the most active, are show- 
ing a lull in completed work, and as a result 
the new production has decreased during the 
last two weeks. The development in Fairfield 
county shows the completion of an occasional 
good producer, but the majority of comple- 
tions are resulting in small oilers or dry holes, 
with an occasional small gas well. The latest 
completion in this county is located in the 
Rush Creek development, and was completed 
by the Carter Oil Company, being their fourth 
test on the Black farm, which is good for 
eighty barrels a day. One other completion 
resulted in a dry hole. One oil producer was 
found in Perry county, with a production of 
forty barrels. In the Hocking county devel- 
opment in Falls Gore township, Vensel and 
Keating completed,a fourth test on the H. K. 
Starr farm, and it is a seventy-five-barrel pro- 
ducer. The Howard Oil Company finished a 
test on the Harvey Burgess farm, and it is a 
twenty-five-barrel pumper. 

In the shallow sand fields Belmont county 
continues to furnish the most interesting re- 
turns, and, while no completions were reported 
from this district during the week, more work 
is starting and under way than in any section 
in the shallow sands. Washington county con- 
tinues to furnish the largest number of com- 
pletions from time to time, while Morgan 
county is next in line, although it showed a 
big slump during the week. In Washington 
county five wells were completed, three were 
dry and the remaining wells showed a produc- 
tion of but fifteen barrels. Furgeson Brothers 
are starting a number of additional wells in 
the vicinity of their gusher on the Shephard 
farm, which is holding up at better than 200 
barrels a day. This well had an initial flow 
of 375 barrels—the largest in several years. 
Morgan and Belmont counties will probably 
be the most active during the next few months, 
as many additional wells are being sunk in 
hopes of opening up a new shallow sand field. 
The development in the latter looks the most 
promising at this time. 


Pennsylvania. 


During the week in review in the Pennsyl- 
vania-Southern New York oil and gas regions 
twenty-seven wells were completed, of which 
seven were dry holes and gas: wells, the 
production amounting to 305 barrels. This is a 
decrease of two in completed wells over the 
previous report, while the gas wells and dry 
holes decrease one; the new production also 
shows a decrease of twelve barrels. 

While the Canonsburg field is the most im- 
portant section of the old fields the Bradford 
fields are the most active. In Butler, Arm- 
strong, Greene, Allegheny and in the Southern 
New York field some new work is starting and 
under way. In Allegheny county the Leonard 
Oil Company completed a second test on the 
W. C. McCormick farm, and it will make a

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 16, 1912. 
featured by several strikes 
than usual, A wild cat 
attracting the attention of 
the trade was drilled in Morgan county the 
earlier part of the week and at a depth of 
1,200 feet looks good for 50 barrels daily. De- 
velopments in that end of the field are purely 
experimental in character, and no commercial 
field has yet been proven in Morgan county. 
The late strike is the first yet made deeper 
than a few hundred feet. The oil is a fine 
green product and is pronounced better in 
quality than that produced by the shallow 
sands of upper Kentucky. The new strike 
will undoubtedly stimulate the search for new 
producing territory, not only in Morgan 
county, but other districts of upper Kentucky. 

The best of recent producers was drilled in 
Wayne county by the New Domain Oil and 
Gas Company, a yield of 75 barrels daily be- 
ing obtained from a new puncture in the 
Rock Creek pool. The new producer is within 
the limits of the pool as defined and in 
capacity it is well up in the front of pro- 
ducers in that pool The New Domain has 
been in the Kentucky fields for about ten 
years, and hag extensive holdings in all the 
important fields of the State. Two other 
oilers, of lighter capacity, were credited to 
Wayne county for the week, and one failure 
was listed in that county. 

In upper Kentucky the only completions for 
the week outside the wildcat strike in Morgan 
county were credited to the new Lawrence 
county field. One new oiler was drilled in 
the Busseyville district, with a yield of 10 
barrels daily, and a completion of similar 
capacity was drilled outside the proven area. 
Work is now expanding in the Lawrence 
county field, and drills are in operation in 
three different sections of the county, apart 
from the only established field, which is cen- 
tered around the village of Busseyville. Just 
across the Big Sandy river, in West Virginia, 
some experimental drilling has been started. 
The scene of this wildcatting borders the 
Lawrence county field, and is on a line with 
the Kanawha, West Virginia, production. 

One new well was credited to the Western 
Kentucky field. a strike in Ohio county show- 
ing up for 20 barrels. This is the first strike 
in this new field for several weeks. Work is 
progressing satisfactorly in Ohio and Allen 
counties, which are new propositions, and 
operators hope to line up a profitable produc- 
tion before the year ends. Kentuckians are 
going ahead with the drilling of a string of 
one dozen tests in Allen county. The first 
is nearing completion. 

In lower Kentucky some test work 1s being 
started in Knox county. Pennsylvania oper- 
ators started a deep test in the lower Knox 
county gas fields last week and will drill to 
a depth of 2,400 feet. The location is two 
miles distant from any former. test. Whitley 
voupty promises ty come into the active area 
within a month, Chicago operators proposing 
some rew test work. 

The searcon just now is very favorable for 
experimental work in the mountain sections 
of the State and the next two months ought to 
bring a considerable expansion of the area of 
activity. The prices are satisfactory and 
strikes this summer and fall in new regions 
have inspired the trade with a greater con- 
fidence in wildcatting.

PETROLEUM DEVEL- 
OPMENTS,

Los Angeles, Oct. 12, 1912. 


Reports that the Associated Oil Company’s 
interests have or soon will pass to other hands 
refuse to down. While the Union Oil Com- 
pany officials deny that they are even nego- 
tiating for the Associated holdings, it is stated 
as a fact that the Southern Pacific officials 
who own 52 per cent. of the Associated stock, 
are determined to get rid of it, as it has 
proved an expensive luxury. The statement 
is made that in the aggregate, the company 
is actually paying 9c. more per barrel for the 
oil it is buying than it receives for it, and 
if it were not for a big production from its 
own properties the Associated would have been 
out of business long ago. 

As long as the railroad was short of oil 
it no doubt was willing to stand for this loss, 
but now that the K. T. and O. Company, the 


CALIFORNIA 


Southern Pacific oil producing subsidiary, is 
securing an immense production and is in a 
fair way, if unmolested by the government, 
to soon supply the entire demands of the rail- 
road, the officials of the latter concern are 
willing and anxious to ‘‘let go.’’ 

It is said the Standard officials are entirely 
Satisfied with their present position in the in- 
dustry on this coast, and are not willing to 
attract more attention to themselves by the 
acquisition of such a big thing as the Asso- 
ciated, and that therefore a consolidation of 
the Associated with the Union would be the 
only possible result should the former change 
hands, It would certainly be a logical move, 
and would place the Union in an impregnable 
position, 


However, nothing definite-is as yet known. 
except that the owners of the Associated seem 
to be waiting for some one to make a bid 
for the property. 


STANDARD REFUSES HEAVY OIL. 

The matter most discussed by oil men at 

present is the recent announcement made by 
the Standard that it would receive no more oil 
of less than 18 degrees in gravity, as scores 
of companies find themselves practically put 
out of business. A number of them have al- 
ready found it necessary to shut down a!l 
work on their leases, and many more will he 
obliged to do the same thing as soon as their 
contracts with the Standard expire unless they 
make other arrangements, 
_ The reason given by the Standard for refus- 
ing the heavy grade oil is that the residuum 
turnea out at the Point Richmond and El 
Segundo refineries furnishes enough ‘‘fuel oil’’ 
to supply the companies’ contracts for this 
Class of trade. 

Furthermore, the Standard has over 21,- 
000,000 barrels of heavy oil now in its storage 
tanks, and although the producers affected by 
the ‘‘order’’ have teased and pleaded, they 
have been told that the action is final and 
they must go elsewhere. 

The only place to go under the circumstances 
is to the Agency, which is exclusively in the 
fuel oil business, but it is not at ali certain 
the Agency will care to receive any more 
members at the present time, and the predic- 
tion made in this correspondence some time 
ago that those concerns which were holding 
aloof from the Agency, preferring to “*go it 
alone,’’ might some time find themselves be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones is likely 
to be materialized, 


One thing has developed during the past 
week that may give relief to some of the 
producers. The General Petroleum Company, 
Which is rapidly becoming one of the largest 
concerns connected with the industry, has of- 
fered its storage tanks in the Sunset-Midway 
district to those producers whose contracts 
had already expired and who had no storage 
of their own. The General Pipe Line Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the General Petroleum 
Company, is building an 8-inch pipe line from 
the field to Los Angeles, and when it is com- 
pleted, which, however, will not be for six 
months yet, it is believed the General Petro- 
leum will be in the market for crude oil. In 
faet, it has already made some contracts with 
producing companies. Whether it will be will- 
ing to take all the oil offered it by the pro- 
ducers of the heavy grade is doubted, as it is 
known it is next to impossible to pump this 
grade of oil through a line any distance, and 
if it were the pipe line will be used for the 
company’s own production, which it is using 
every means to increase. So the relief prom- 
ised by the General Petroleum Company is 
likely to be only temporary at best.

clined that at the end of six months the 
surplus was reduced to 52,078 tons, and the 
increase to only 17 per cent. This fact is due 
to the closing of the Dardanelles from April 23 
to May 17, during which time not only the ex- 
port business was completely stopped, but it 
could not be resumed even after the reopening 
of the Dardanelles, as the tank steamers which 
were to come to Constantza and load petroleum 
had been directed to other destina- 
tions in America or the Dutch Indies, and it 
took some time before they could return to 
Constantza. It sure, however, that the time 
so lost for the exports will be amply gained 
before the end the year, and that the in- 
erease of the export figures will prove to be 
very important.

At present the main oil field of Illi- 
nois is a feature of the great La Salle 
anticline extending east of south near 
La Salle in the northeastern part of the 
State through Sadorous and St. Francis- 
ville and passing over into the south- 
western part of Indiana through Prince- 
ton, in Pike county. The higher domes 
in this anticline are oil bearing in the 
Carboniferous (Pennsylvanian and Mis- 
sissippian) in Clark, Cumberland, Craw- 
ford, and Lawrence counties. The oil is 
thick, asphaltic, and contains sulphur in 
the northern end and is found at shallow 
depths of (400 to 700 feet), while to the 
south it is-found deeper (over 2,200 feet 
in Lawrence county), and here it is thin- 
ner and contains little or no sulphur. 

Production and Development, 
noteworthy oceurrences of oil 
are at Sandoval and Centralia in Marion 
county, at Carlyle in Clinton county, and 
at Carlinville in Macoupin county. There 
are also interesting occurrences of oil 
and gas in Morgan county, where some 
light gas wells and one 5-barrel oil well 
were drilled about six miles west of 

acksonville. In Perry county the Mid- 
valley Oil Company, of St. Louis, found 
a showing of oil in the prospect four 
miles east of Pickneyville late in Novem- 
ber. A conspicuous north-and-south 
anticline between Duquoin and Pickney- 
ville had been previously pointed out by 
the Geological Survey of Illinois.

of studying the structure, which is ob- 
scured by drift. 

In the summer of 1911 E. W. Shaw, for 
the United States Geological Survey, 
made a detailed study of a large part ot 
Clinton, Washington and St. Clair coun- 
ties in co-operation with the Geological 
Survey of Illinois, and has discovered 
several districts in addition to that at 
Carlyle in which the structure of the 
rocks is such as to favor the accumu- 
lation of oil and gas, whereas the re- 
mainder of the territory probably con- 
tains nothing but salt water. In this 
investigation Mr. Shaw has laid stress 
on the following factors governing oil 
and gas accumulations:—(1) Structure or 
lay of the rocks, (2) the presence and 
shape of a good reservoir or sand, and 
(3) the size and relative positions of 
bodies of salt water. <A curious fact in 
connection with oil and gas accumula- 


tion is that because of a greater capillary 
attraction water can drive oil out of 
certain kinds of porous rocks. The places 
for oil accumulations are thus in the 
kinks and corners of porous rocks, where 
the oil protected somewhat from the 
pressure of the water. Furthermore, 
since oil and gas are lighter than water, 
they commonly take a position in the 
uppermost part of a porous stratum 
where such a stratum is overlain by im- 
pervious material, such as clay. An in- 
telligent search for oil bodies must there- 
fore take into account all the items 
enumerated above. 

In Southern Illinois the sources of geo- 
logic information are chiefly rock ex- 
posures and well records, but to a small 
extent also the surface features.  Al- 
though the layers of rock are nowhere 
exactly parallel and vary considerably in

The preliminary bulletin of Raymond S. 
Blatchley, geologist of the Geological Sur- 
vey of lllinois, gives the following infor- 
mation concerning oil developments in 
Illinois in 1911:— 


The Southern Illinois Oil Fields. 


Clark County.—The Clark county and adjoin- 
ing shallow-oil areas have shown little de- 
velopment. There was a continued decrease in 
production from 1910. The combined daily out- 
put of the Clark, Cumberland and Edgar 
county wells was about 8,000 barrels, as 
against 9,000 barrels in 1910. 

Crawford County.—Crawford county showed 
the first evidence of a rapid decline in 1910. 
No new additions to the field were developed 
and inside drilling failed to prevent decrease 
of production in 1911. The average daily out- 
put was about 18,000 barrels, as against 30,000 
barrels in 1907. 


Lawrence County.—Lawrence county is the 
richest producing area in the State. There are 
seven sands, from 750, to 1,900 feet deep, 
that yield steadily. In order they are:—The 
Bridgeport Nos. 1, 2 and 8 lenses, 750 to 1,000 
feet; the Buchanan, 1,100 to 1,400 feet; the 


Kirkwood, 1,350 to 1,650 feet; the Tracey, 1,550 
to 1,750 feet; and the McClosky, 1,750 to 1,900 
feet. The Kirkwood and McCloskey sands, es- 
pecially the latter, are the richest developed 
in Illinois. Their accumulation of oil and gas 
is governed by a long double-plunging anti- 
cline. Lawrence county maintained its usual 
production of about 42,000 barrels without new 
additions to the field. Both ‘‘sour’’ and ‘‘sweet’’ 
oils were produced and handled separately.

Marion County.—The Sandoval field of Marion 
county in 1911 was clearly defined and found 
limited to about three-fourths of a square mile. 
There are about sixty-six producing wells that 
hav a daily yield of 1,800 barrels The oil 
comes from the Stein and Benoist sands, which 
occur in the basal portion of the Chester rocky 
of the Mississippian formations and are equiv- 
alent to the Kirkwood sand of Lawrence coun- 
ty. The Sandoval field lies along an irregular 
structural terrace upon the broad and gentle 
western flank of the Illinois basin 

Clinton County.—The best new field for the 
year east of the Mississippi was opened three 
miles northwest of Carlyle in April. The area 
was described and recommended by the State 
Geological Survey previous to the discovery. 
The oil comes from a sand in the bottom part 
of the Chester rocks and is considered the 
equivalent of the Benoist sand of Sandoval 
and the Kirkwood sand of Lawrence county. 
The field is governed by an elongated dome 
on the western flank of the Illinoig basin anu 
has an areal extent of about one and one-half 
square miles. The gravity of the oil is about 
85 degrees B. There are about 120 wells yield- 
ing about 4,500 barrels daily.

By a decision of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the eastern district of 
Pennsylvania, the use of the trade-name 
“Nubias”’ as applied to a brand of sig- 
arettes, was restrained as infringing 
the trade-name Nubia, which had been 
adopted by the complainant. It was 
held that the word ‘‘Nubia’”’ did not 
imply that the cigarettes were made 
in Nubia or in Turkey, or from Nu- 
bian tobacco, but that they were made 
in the United States from Turkish to- 
bacco. According to the decision a 
geographical name may be used as a 
trade-mark, but a merchant so using 


it is not entitled to and cannot acquire 
the exclusive right thereto, unless his 
use of the word has acquired a secon- 
dary meaning, in which event he will 
be entitled to protection. 


B. Kilmer, chief chemist for 


William E. Lucas, of John Lucas & 
Co., Philadelphia, and president of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of that city, is one of the active 
spirits in a trade expansion movement 
which includes a series of trips to cities 
in other States south and west of Phil- 
adelphia. The first of these trips will 
be on November 18, when 100 picked 
representatives of trade and commer- 
cial organizations of Philadelphia will 
tour Virginia and North Carolina, stop- 
ping at twenty important cities. The 
object will be the enlightenment of the 
Southerners on the trading possibilities 
of Philadelphia, 


The scientific department of Eli Lilly 
& Co. is carrying on an interesting 
series of experiments in drug cult. re 
under the guidance of F. A, Miller, 
botanist in connection with its labora- 
tories at Indianapolis. In pursuance 
of this work Mr, Miller spent so 1e 
time at the New York Botanical Gar- 
dens, examining the economic collcec- 
tions, the conservatories, the propagat- 
ing houses and the herbarium. The 
prime object of Mr. Miller’s visit was 
to see specimens of digitalis, stramoni- 
um, belladonna and hyoscyamus, which 
are under exhaustive study in the 
botanical department of the Lilly lab- 
oratories. Efforts are being made to 
produce improved strains of these 
drugs by selective hybridization. Re- 
sults are checked from year to year 
by careful chemical and physiological 
tests of samples of the experimental 
crops. 


The high prices of butter has result- 
ed in a marked increase in the demand 
for oleomargarine licenses in Pennsyl- 
vania. Up to October 1, 1911, 857 li- 
censes were issued by the Pennsylvania 
Dairy and Food Department for the 
sale of oleo at wholesale, retail, hotel, 


restaurant and boarding houses, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Foust. Up to 
October 1, 1912, the number had in- 


creased to 1,082. The recent decisions 
of the Superior Court, handed down 
March 1, sustaining the courts of 
Schuylkill and Northampton counties, 
in two cases where the department took 
the position that oleomargarine could 
be sold if it looked like or resembled 
butter or any shade of yellow, has 
forced the colored goods off the market 
and substituted in their place the white 
goods which sell from five to seven 
cents per pound cheaper than the prod- 


uct which contained cottonseed and 
other oils. 
Evidence that both production and 


consumption of cocoa beans and their 
products have increased greatly within 
the last few years has been furnished 
by statistics prepared by the Gor- 
dian, a German trade journal devoted 
exclusively to the cocoa industry. Ac- 
cording to this authority, the world’s 
cutput has been increased from 206,337 
tons in 1909 to 244,545 tons in 1911, while 
consumption has been augmented 
from 194,838 tons in 1909 to 229,988 tons 
in 1911. For the last year the produc- 
tion included 40,357 tons from the Gold 
Coast, 39,500 tons from Ecuador, 35,000 
tons from San Thome, 34,994 tons from 
Brazil, 21,22¢ tons from Trinidad, 19,828 
tons trom the Dominican Republic and 
17,3881 tons from Venezuela, Among 
the consuming countries the United 
States has been the leader for several 
years, having absorbed last year 58,965 
tons. Germany is the second largest 
consumer, having taken 50,855 tons in 
1911, Other extensive users of the bean 
and its products are France, England, 
the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
Spain, ihe relative size of whose tak- 
ings is indicated by the order in which 
they are ramed.

Rapeseed Meal, Enamel Colors and 
Gelatine Cases Before Federel 


Customs Court. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct, 18, 1912. 


The United States Customs Court will 
not be in session in Washington until 
Tuesday, the 22d instant. It is expected 
that a number of decisions will be handed 
down by the court when it resumes its 
sessions on that date. It is possible, how- 
ever, that some of the latest cases that 
were submitted for decision during the 
sessions of the court in the latter part of 
the last week will not be reached and 
decided within the next couple of weeks. 

Among the cases that have been gsub- 
mitted for decision is one brought by F. 
KK. Taylor-against the United States, in- 
volving the classification of rapeseed 
meal. Under the importations of this 
commodity the product was classified as 
“& non-enumerated manufactured article 
under paragraph 480 of the existing tariff 
law. It is claimed that the product is 
entitled to free entry as a substance used 
as a manure, under paragraph 581 of the 
law. These propositions were argued and 
submitted to the court for its decision. 

Another case is that brought involving 
enamel colors. The case being Reusche & 
Co, vs, the United States. It appears that 
enamel colors were classified as ceramic 
articles under paragraph 56 of the exist- 
ing tariff, whereas the claim was made 
that such imports were fusible enamel un- 
der paragraph 110. The appeal taken in 
this case was from a decision of the 
Treasury Department, and the case was 
submitted on the arguments made, respec- 
tively. 

Another case brought by the American 
Express Company against the United 
States involves gelatine imports, classified 
as gelatine in sheets under paragraph 23 
of the existing law. The claim is made 
that these sheets are dutiable as gelatine 





valued at above 10 cents a pound and not 
above 35 cents a pound under the same 
paragraph. This case was brought to the 
court on an appeal from the decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers.

Payment of Bounties a Crucial Issue 
in United States-German Tariff 


Controversy, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct, 18, 1912, 

Whether there is to be-a tariff war be- 
tween the United States and Germany is 
expected to be settled in the next few 
uuys as a result of the issues being drawn 
between the governments of the United 
jo.cates and Germany touching the payment 
cx bounties by Germany upon exported 
commodities. Ihe question of “substitu- 
ton,’ which has been discussed in tariff 
inaking in the United States several years, 
n.d which has not yet been carried into 
ci.ect in this country, is at the basis of 
iue present controversy. in other words, 
iae question whether imported commodi- 
ties used in manufacture may have duties 
1efunded upon the exportation of a like 
quantity of domestic materials so used. 

Several weeks ago the Treasury officials 
had tunis subject under consideration and 
issued a decision holding that in many 
instances the German Government was 
puying a bounty upon the exportation of 
German products of various kinds, chiefly 
cereais, vegetables, oils, and oil seeds, and 
that this bounty system as operated by 
Germany warranted the United States 
Govetument in imposing discriminating 
duties upon such German products in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the tariff 
law of this country. When this decision 
was made by the ‘lreasury, the fact was 
brought to the attention of the German 
Government through our State Depart- 
ment with the result that Germany asked 
for a delay of thirty days in which to 
make further reply to the contention 
made on behalf of the United States. 

Kephes and counter-replies between the 
two governments have deferred the set- 
tlement of whether the German bounty 
idea is to result in the enforcement of dis- 
eriminatory duties against Germany, un- 
til the 22d or 23d of this month, when 
it is presumed final action will be taken 
by the United States on the pending is- 
sues. Within the past few days all the 
papers have been sent by the Treasury 
Vepartment to Assistant Secretary Curtis, 
who is on leave in Massachusetts. As 
head of the customs branch of the Treas- 
ury it is presumed that Mr. Curtis will 
prepare the final decision, which will be 
transmitted to Germany later by the 
State Department, 

The Treasury officials of the United 
States have held that under the German 
import certificate law adopted by that 
country in 196 it is the practice of that 
government to issue what are known as 
import certificates on the exportation of 
various articles. These certificates are is- 
sued whether the article exported from 
Germany has been imported or is of Ger- 
man growth, or has been produced from 
imported materials or materials of Ger- 
man origin. These certificates are re- 
ceivable in payment of duties on various 
imports interchangeable. 

After a thorough study of the whole 


question covering several years and a 
complete investigation by the customs 


ohiciais into the operations of the German 
bounty. and certificate system, the Treas- 
ury Department made a formal declara- 
tiou that where the exported article which 
comes into the United States has been 
produced from materials of German 
origin, that under the interpretation to be 
given by this government, bounties equal- 
ling the amounts of such certificates are 
bestowed by the German Government on 
the exportation of such products. Con- 
torming to this decision instructions were 
given to customs officers to collect addi- 
tional duties on the several products men- 
tioned under the discrminatory duty pro- 
visions of the existing tariff law. Similar 
provision was made tor articles arriving 
in this country on which Germany has 
paid a bounty on the raw material 
amounting to the import duty, and provi- 
sion was made for the classification of 
relative quantities of materials imported 
by Germany and used in the production of 
an articie, and also the quantity of ma- 
terials of German origin in the finished 
product. It was further held that unless 
it shall appear that the imported articles 
were first imported into Germany, or 
manufactured from materials imported 
into Germany, they are to be considered 
as of German growth and the full amount 
ot the German import certificate that had 
been issued in aid of the exportation of 
the product would be considered as a 
net bounty and the additional duties col- 
lected thereon accordingly. 

Carrying out this policy the Secretary 
of State was requested to inform consular 
officers of the United States that shippers 
in foreign countries would be required to 
add in the declaration on all the invoices 
of the article mentioned a_ statement 
showing the origin of the same, together 
with the exact amount of bounty that has 
been paid by the German Government, 
and also if the articles were manufac- 
tured from materials imported into Ger- 
inany, the import duty paid on the raw 
materials and the respective values of the 
articles exported, and if any by-product, 
and the time and place of manufacture. 

In other words, the State Department 
was instructed to enforce against German 
imports of these articles, on which what 
is held to be bounties paid, precisely the 
ruling as is enforced in the United States 
in our drawback system. 

Now the question comes whether Ger- 
many will consent to the imposition of 
the discriminatory duties under our tariff 
iaw without enforcing her discriminatory 
duties as a retaliation for such action by 
this government. The meaning of this, 
of course, would be that the United States 
aud Germany would be forced into a tariff 
war, the consequence of which it is prac- 
tically impossible to foretell. It is worth 
noting, however, that the Treasury offi- 
cials are perfectly confident that it not 
only is the duty of the United States to 
enforce discriminatory duties against 
these bounty payments by Germany, but 
even if a tariff war should ensue that 
Germany would suffer infinitely greater 
damage in her trade and commerce than 
would the United States. Of course, this 


view of the Treasury officials is based 
upon the general trade problems involved, 
effecting only those items in the tariffs 
of the two countries that are directly 
touched by the bounty and discriminatory 
Systems that would become available 
against the trade of either country in the 
event of a tariff war. Just how wide- 
spread these additional duties and dis- 
criminations might be enforced either by 
this country or by Germany, time only 


can tell

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Oct. 14, 1912. 

The most important event of the past week 
in the mid-continent field was the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the Kansas Natural Gas 
Company. The Kansas Natural has been in 
hard iines for the past two or three years. 
The action for receivers was taken by the 
company itself in order to protect it against 
its opponents, ‘The receivers appointed were 
Eugene F, Mackey, of Pittsburgh, Pa., presi- 
dent of the Kansas Natural Gas Company; 
Conway F. Holmes, president of the Pioneer 
Trust Company, of Kansas City, and George 
Sheritt, of Topeka, formerly clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court of Kansas. 

ihe Kansas Natural Gas Company is a 
Barnsdall concern, It came into this field 
eight years ago this summer and bought out 
the Consolidated Gas, Oil and Mfg. Company, 
of this city, for $550,000. It started in at 
once to build a pipe line to Kansas City, To- 
peka, Leavenworth, St. Joseph, Atchison, Jop- 
lin and other Kansas and Missouri cities. 
Millions of dollars were invested in construct- 
ing this system. Compressor stations were 
built at Chanute and at Scipio. It had hun- 
dreds of wells—over 400 in this county, regis-~ 
tering from 3,000,000 to 60,000,000 feet a day. 
It was believed that this was the greatest gas 
field in the world. The burning gas well at 
Caney was one of the marvels of the industry. 

But the very first winter there was a short- 
age of gas in these northern cities. It was 
found that it was almost impracticable te 
transport gas so long a distance and give all 
that was cemanded on cold days, although in 
fair weather there was more gas than was 
needed, and this is still very largely true. 
Fhe people of these towns did not and do not 
understand the nature of natural gas and the 
difhecuity of keeping up the pressure in cold 
weather. The result was a contention against 
the company from the very beginning. 

To make matters worse, the supply of gas, 
to the surprise of all, went off quickly. Iim- 
mense wells soon became exhausted or were 
drowned by water. Then the company began 
reaching out elsewhere to find a new supply. 
It went down across the Oklahoma line and 
drilled many immense gassers southeast of 
Caney. These seemed so promising that the 
Quapaw Gas Company was organized and gas 
was piped to the mining districts at Miami 
and Joplin. These wells went off more quick- 
ly than did the Kansas wells and water came 
in. Then the company moved down into the 
Hogshooter district, east of Bartlesville, and 
began drilling there, getting some very excel- 
lent wells so far as volume went. Pipe lines 
were extended, and at great expense the gas 
conveyed to the Kansas City line. Then the 
Hogshooter district went off and the company 
moved on south to the Collinsville district. 
In order to acquire a further supply it is 
necessary to go on south to the new Cushing 
lasting supply yet 





district, where the most 
discovered in this field seems to have been 
tapped. 

Under the receivership the company pro- 


poses to raise and spend about half a million 
dollars and to increase the rates. 

So far this month operations have not kept 
up with the big splurge of last month, but the 
month is only half over and October is likely 
yet to equal September. There is a vast 
amount of new work starting up, but, on the 
other hand, .quite a number of operators are 
cutting down their operations, This is true in 
the Ramsey district, where it is found the 
wells are falling off fast. It is also true of 
the upper shallow sand district, the Jenks and 
old Hogshooter districts. There is nothing; 
worth mentioning at Muskogee, and old prop- 
erties there have fallen off materially. On 
the other hand there are some new districts 
which are coming into attention. A small well 
at Coweta, further tests at Broken Arrow, a 
fine wel! north of Skiatook, big producers at 
Morris, extension of the Cleveland field, a 
prolific extension of the Hogshooter and the 
continued development of Cushing with sev- 
eral fine prospects at Bristow give the field a 
pretty even balance and promise of the fu- 
ture, 

The pipe line runs are holding up well this 
month. The Texas Company is running over 
22,000 barrels a day, the Gulf company about 


20,000 barrels daily and the Prairie Oil and 


Gas Company 88,728 barrels a day. These 
figures show that with the large amount of 


development the production is being increased 
a little, and yet compared with the large num- 
ber of completed wells the increase is only 
slight, It emphasizes the fact if there was 
not a vast amount of drilling there would be 
a big slump in the pipe line runs. With new 
wells starting at from 100 to 10,000 barrels a 
day, and many of them at that, the produc- 
tion has only a little more than held its own— 
perhaps 10,000 barrels a day more than it was 
the first of the year. 

The total runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company for the first fourteen days of October 
were 1,242,194.90 barrels, a daily average of 
88,728.21 barrels, or about the same as the 
average of last month. At the same time the 
deliveries were 1,328,5616.42 barrels, being 
94,894.03 barrels a day. This means that the 
runs have increased more than the deliveries, 
the amount taken out of storage showing a de- 
cline aggregating 86,821.52 barrels, or 6,165.82 
barrels a day. The drain upon the stocks a 
few months ago, before the big drilling cam- 
paign, was as high as 18,000 barrels a day. 

How long the increase will be maintained is 
hard to tell. Everything depends upon the 
ariling campaign, whether it is maintained 
and whether big wells continue to be the rule. 
Much is being banked on the Cushing dis- 
trict. Many new wells are starting at Cushing 
und all the way down to Bristow, but no im- 
portant completions have been reported in the 
last few days. There is a vast amount of 
wildeatting in every direction from present 
operations. 

There is nothing new in the Kansas end of 
the field. The wells in the upper end of the 
Kansas division are small and are not excit- 
ing so far any rush for leases. There are quite 
a number of wildcat ventures being drilled 
both east and west of the old pools north of 
here, and there are a number of tests going 
down between here and the erstwhile develop- 
ment at Arkansas City. But there is nothing 
definite to report. An effort is being made to 
revive the Longton pool and some of the old 
wells are being cleaned out and put to pump- 
ing. There may be a larger development 
there some time, but so far drilling has been 
confined to narrow limits. The refinery which 
was once in operation at Longton has been 
dismantled and moved away, and with no pipe 
line facilities there is not much encourage- 
ment for outsiders to get into the game at 
this point. 

There is nothing new in Chautauqua county 
this week. There is considerable drilling, but 
no new completions of moment. Several at- 
tempts are being made to find a new pool 
north and east of Sedan. They are drilling 
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some on the edges of the pool northeast of 
the town, just about a mile from the city 
limits, and are getting some fair wells. The 
O’Neil estate has thousands of acres of leases 
in that territory which give promise of much 
development after awhile, but the estate is 
not quite ready to operate, although it is sat- 
isfied of good wells. 

Some excellent gas wells are being found in 
Montgomery county this month. Roth, Truby 
& Guernsey on Saturday drilled in one of the 
largest wells completed in this county in the 
last three years. It was their No. 1 well on 
the Bowman farm, in 28-33-15, just south of 
town and near the Grabham pumping station. 
It was gauged and tested 10,000,000 feet of 
gas. Contractor Bloom is starting No, 2 on 
the same lease to-day. He also drilled in an 
8,000,000-foot well on the Clumpp farm for the 
Kansas Natural Gas Company. This well is 
one mile south and east of the Grabham sta- 
tion. Roth, Truby & Guernsey are drilling 
No. 2 on the Sheidy farm, in 9-34-16, where 
they got an 8,000,000-foot gasser earlier in the 
month, They are also drilling No. 1 on the 
Pollett farm three miles south of Dearing, 
near the Oklahoma line, and are_ drilling 
deeper their No, 2 on the Triplett, half a mile 
west of Grabham, and which is expected to 
be increased from a_ 2,000,000-foot to an 
8,000,000 or 10,000,000-foot well. 

Andrew Benson about three weeks ago was 
offered a twenty-acre lease in advance of the 
Hogshooter pool toward Nowata. He paid 
$22.50 an acre for it. On Saturday he sold it 
to Paul Levell for $200 an acre. Last week 
My. Lovell drilled in a 200-barrel well on the 
land adjoining this twenty acres and Benson 
offered to give or take $200 an acre. Lovell 
took his offer. Messrs. Connell, Flanagan & 
Black paid $1,500 for a ten-acre tract. There 
remains nothing unleased between these wells 
and Nowata now. 

The upper end of the Ramsey pool does not 
seem to be panning out so well lately as it 
was, perhaps because the inside proven stuff 
has been drilled up and there is more edge 
work going on now. Connelly & Owen drilled 
in their No. 2 on the Lee Johnson, in 15-29-12, 
and it is good for about 2,000,000 feet of gas. 
Their No. 2 on the William Duval, in the same 
section, was also gas instead of oil, but it 
was only good for about 500,000 feet. Owen 
& Connelly have drilled in their Nos. 11 and 
12 on the Jennie Feathers in 27-29-12, one of 
their first leases in that pool, and they are 
twenty-barrel wells. 

While no gusher wells have been reported 
from the Henryetta district the past week, 
save the 600-barrel well of the Brink Oil Com- 
pany on Wesley, in 35-12-13, several good pay- 
ing wells have been brought in. The Deep 
Fork Oil Company in drilling in its No. 7 on 
the Grimes in 35 have what is considered a 
100-barreler; Twitchell & ‘Myers, on the Rey- 
nolds, completed No. 10 for 100 barrels; the 
Deep Fork Oil Company's first test on the C. 
Pond in 35, and it is good for sixty barrels. 
A lot of new work is starting in that vicinity. 

The pool east of the Hogshooter, sometimes 
referred to as the Bell pool, but in reality an 
extension of all that development east of 
Bartlesville, toward Nowata, is widening and 
extending into considerable dimensions and of 
rich quality. A. D. Morton last month drilled a 
couple of 200-barrel wells on the Cochran, in

36-26-14, and the Belmont Oil Company has . 


ten wells on the Bornoski in the same section 
which started at from 150 to 250 barrels. 
Down in 1-25-14 the Link Oil Company has 
four fine wells, the last one starting at 500 
barrels. Now comes Paul Lovell with a 100- 
barreler in 31-26-15, one mile east of the Bel- 
mont wells. Three miles north and a little 
east of this in 8-26-14, on the Maggie A. Bird, 
the Prairie has a new well that starts at about 
44) barrels. This opens a pretty wide sweep 
of territory, all of which looks good, The 
Lovell well came in yesterday and extends 
the pool considerably. These wells are like all 
others, they don’t hold up 200 barrels a day. 
They make it the first day, and it is a rare 
thing that a well ever does that amount again. 
It is because of this fact that in computing the 
production for the monthly report for statis- 
tical purposes the flush production is always 
sealed down. Take, for instance, the ten wells 
on the Bornoski. They came in at 150 to 200 
barrels a day and have been talked of all over 
the field as gold mines. They are good wells, 
but they don’t hold up that production. These 
ten wells last week made 2,740 barrels. If 
they’ had held at 100 barrels a day the ten 
wells would have made 1,000 barrels a day, or 
7,000 barrels for the week. If the wells of the 
mid-continent field produced the oil that is 
claimed for tnem ths production would be 
about 1,000,000 barrels a day now. 3ut there 
is a fine pool opening up east of the Hog- 
shooter, and it has promise of being wider and 
richer than any part of that development yet. 
It is mighty fine stuff, and those who are in 
it are very fortunate. Leases are commanding 
high prices, $1,500 having been paid for ten 
acres, 

In the Old Glenn east extension develop- 
ment some very good wells are being brought 
in. The Oklahoma Natural Gas Company’s No. 
3, on the Eugene Simmons land, in 12-17-12, 
north of the Winemiller wells, on the Mar- 
chall, No. 2 of which is spraying from a 
gasser into a producer, is completed and is 
good for 250 barrels flush production. In 17-17- 
13, something over a mile to the southeast of 
the Simmons well, Donahue Brothers’ well 
on a fee piece is one of the good ones, though 
not so good as the Simmons, It started at 
125 barrels. As has already been reported, the 
Craver well on the Nicey Coonhead, in 12-17- 
12. was a 75-barrel well. The Cook well on the 
Stanford Berryhill, in 18-17-13, was a 7,000,000 
gasser. It was No. 3 on that lease. 

A fine array of gas wells is being drilled 
south of the Hogshooter district this month. 
The Henry Gas Company has been one of the 
fortunate ones, having drilled two 10,000,000- 
foot wells on the Nivens land in 20-25-14. 
They were the second tests on the Charles 
Nivens and the Emma Nivens. If these wells 
did not go to water so quickly and had quali- 
ties of longevity the gas supply in the mid- 
continent field would not be so serious a 
problem. But all up and down that part of 
the field the sand is underlaid with a water 
stratum. It is true also of the oil sand. In 
section 20 also the Kansas Natural Gas Com- 
pany has a_ 6,000,000-foot well in its No. 1 
on the Joh: Merchant and a 8,000,000-foot 
well on the Waiter E. Merchant. Its No. 2 
Roxie Scott tested 5,000,000. The Lower oil 
and Gas Company, in 17-25-14, has completed 
its first test on the B. Rodecker, and it gauges 
8,000,000 feet, and No. 2 is the same size. 
The Taylor Company’s test on the Everett 
Jones in 20 is dry. 


FIELD NOTES. 


In the Osage the Barnsdall Oil Company has 
completed several more good wells, Its No. 
9 on lot 313 came in good for 100 barrels, and 
No, 12 on the same lot is making 140 barrels, 
both wells having been shot. The company’s 
No. 9 in 24-22-10 is the best one of the bunch, 
making 450 barrels natural. Work has started 
on Nos. 10, 11, 12 and 13 on this lease. On 
lot 309 the Barnsdall has finished No. 4 and 
it is an eighty-barrel pumper after the shot. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has fin- 
ished its No. 4 in 25-22-10 Osage, and has a 
very good producer, starting at 200 barrels 
after the shot, Work has started on No. 5 
on this lease. 

The Belmont Oil Company, which has been 
developing one of the best leases in the Bell 
pool, Hogshoter extension, has finished Nos. 
11, 12 and 13, and they are all fine wells, 
being 125, 175 and 100-barrel producers, re- 
spectively, 


OIL PAINT AND 


Operations in the Henryetta district are mov- 
ing along slowly. The Ethlyn Oil Company 
has drilled in its No. 6 on the W. Jackson, in 
26-12-18, and it is a seventy-five-barrel well. 
It is in defined territory. The Okla and Jane 
Oil Company’s No. 10 on the McGilbray start- 
ed at 1,450 barrels natural. This is in 22-12- 
13. There tire about twenty-five rigs and 
drilling wells in the district at the present 
time, 

The latest news from Cushing is that the 
Shaffer No. 4 on the George Jones tract, in 
82-18-7, came in at 115 barrels natural and 
may increase several times this output by a 
shot. 

In the Bird Creek district Britton & Johnson 
have a nice new well on their Frank Charlie 
lease in 17-21-13. It is No. 12 and is good for 
ninety barrels natural. Their No. 8 on the 
Tyner in the same section is the same caliber 
well. No. 9 on the Keith land in that section 
was shot and started off at eighty-five barrels 
the first day. 

A number of fair wells have been reported 
in the Dewey district the past few days. 
Combes, Combes & Jackson have a fourth well 
in on the W. BE. Halsell in 19-27-14, and it is 
making about twenty-five barrels. The Mid- 
land Oil Company has finished Nos. 15 and 16 
on the Rosa Weber in the same section, and 
they are fifty-barrel pumpers, but good wells 
for that part of the field. Cobleigh and others 
have a forty-barrel well in’ their No. 3 on the 
Thompson in that section. The Weber & Rall 
No. 4 on the S. Hix farm in 19 is doing forty 
barrels, and the National Oil and Development 
Company's No. 7 on the B. Hix is a fifty-barrel 
well, “ed 

Morris reports several excellent producers. 
Preston, Gill and others have a fine one in 
their No. 1 on the George W. Sloan in 22-13- 
14, which was doing 800 barrels without a 
shot. The Pine Creek Oil Company’s No. 3 
on the C. Winslow put 400 barrels into the 
tank the first twenty-four hours. It is in 
the same section, one of the richest spots that 
has been tapped in that field.

BAYBERRY.—Though the demand 
for this wax has been limited to small 
jobbing quantities, there has been no 
further easing of prices which have 
been maintained at 36@37c, by local 
holders. 


CARNAUBA.—Spot stocks have been 
materially reduced within the interval, 
and the entire list now manifests an 
upward tendency. To date, however 
no additional marking up of prices has 
occurred here. Buying still centers 
upon the No, 2 North Country grade, 
which is firmly held at 48@44c. No 
offers have been made from the pri- 
mary markets in Brazil for at least a 
fortnight, and it is generally believed 
that there is no stock available in 
these centers. The new crop will not 
be ready for shipment until December. 
at the earliest, and possibly not until 
January. The Hamburg market con- 
tinues very strong, but without quoit- 
able change in prices. % 

JAPAN.—There has been no change 
in prices for spot supplies within the 
week, though purcnasing has fallen off 
considerably. Local helders still quote 
10@10%c. and offers for December 
shipment from Japan, which would 
bring the wax here next March, are 
being made at 9%c. 

OZOKERITE.—A slightly stiffer 
undertone is noted in the local market 
for the green grade which is held at 
20@22c, in view of the increasing short- 
age of stocks. The crude was, how- 
ever, continues to be offered at 15@20c., 
as to quality and quantity. 

PARAFFINE.—Although a stiffening 
undertone continues to be noted for 
both crude-and refined grades, there 
has been no quotable raising of prices, 
yet, quotations remaining at previous 
figures, Clearances from the local port 
this week have amounted to 3,561,434 
pounds, as compared with 4,968,303 
pounds for the previous week.

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Dutiability of Salol. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Oct. 18, 1912. 
The customs officials of the Tressury 
Department have had brought to their at- 
tention by importers of salol the question 
whether this vroduct is a medicinal com- 
vnound. one of the ingredients of which is 
alcohol, and should subject the product to 
a duty of 60 cents a pound and 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. Under the present practices 
of the customs officers the vroduct has 
not been held to contain alcohol, hecause 
aleohol was not found in examination of 
the product, but the claim is made by 
those who are asking for an increased 
duty on salol that alcohol is used in the 
manufacture of the product and that prob- 

ablv it disappears in such manufacture. 
The customs officials having once made 
an investigation and found no ethyl al- 
cohol in the commodity were admitting 
the product, although but a small quan- 
tity has been imported, at the 25 per cent. 
ad valorem rate without the 60 cents a 
nound additional. The officials have 
agreed to make a further investigation to 
»scertain whether alcohol is actually used 

in the manufacture of the product.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Drums Containing Glycerin. 

The United States Board of General Ap- 
vraisers overruled the protest of the E. I. 
DuPond de Nomours Powder Company 
against the assessment of dutv by the 
collector on iron drums containing crude 
glycerin. The cylindrical iron drums were 
used in the importation of crude glycerin, 
and were assessed with duty under para- 
graph 151, tariff act of 1999. Based upon 
the ruling of the United States Court of 
Customs Appeals, in a similar case, the 
rate of duty was affirmed. 


Dirt in Flaxseed. 


Randall, Gee & Mitchell Company pro 
tested the assessment of duty on fiaxseed 
imported at Minneanolis. The importers 
claimed a reduction in duty by reason of 
the merchandise in question containing 4% 
per cent. impurities. The board held the 
evidence to be insufficient, and the protest 
was accordingly overruled and the deci- 
ston of the collector affirmed, 
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Naphtha Products in Russia, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1912, 

In a report which reaches the RB 
of Foreign and Domestic Gotninerce Gaia 
Moscow, regarding the oil industry of 
Russia, it is shown that during the past 
year there was a considerable falling off 
in the oil output, especially of naphtha 
due, it is claimed, to the exhaustion of 
the “old Baku area” of oil production in 
that country. The total output for the 
last yar is given as 427,000,000 pounds of 
33.11 pounds per pood. This is a decline 
of more than 50,000,000 poods compared 
with the previous year. " 

In connection with this review it is said 
that there is no immediate danger of a 
lack of liquid fuel on the markets of the 
interior of Russia, but the prospects of the 
Russian interior naphtha market are not

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London Drug Auction.

London, Oct. 3, 1912. 
outstanding feature of to-day’s auction 
and old goods was the heavy repre- 
Tinnevelly senna, 1,318 bales of 
which were practically all sold at generally 
steady rates, but with superior and inferior 
qualities showing occasionally an upward and 
lower tendency, respectively. Demand for the 
remainder of the goods on the fourteen cata- 
logues was fair. Cape aloes made a material 
recovery of their recently last status, prices 
uivancing fully 2s. per hundredweight, being 
accelerated thereto by, the really fine grade of 
the best lots. 

On buchu the Cape government is reported to 
have increased the tax on leaf collected on 
Crown lands by I1s., making it 2s. 6d. per lb. 
This will not be added to the value of round 
leaf until the season for collection from the 
State areas comes along in the early months 
of the year. Meantime the article is very firm. 
Japan camphor, offered without reserve, went 
cheaper in 2%-lb. slabs. Cardamoms again 
scored a record price for fine bold pale at 6s: 
ld. per 1b., and the article generally was 
dearer. Cascara was steadier than at the last 
auction. Coca leaves were cheaper for Ceylon 
kinds. Colombo root, which is in plentiful 
supply again, receded. Gum benzoin fetched 
steady rates. Honey was practically un- 
changed. Minas ipecacuanha scored a smart 
advance, and privately both Rio and Carta- 
gena are dearer, the former root now being 
offered below 10s. 6d. per lb. for fair and 
available supplies being very limited. For 
Cartagena importers want 9s. 3d. There hag, 
however, been an arrival of three dozen bales 
of Johore cultivated ipecac. 

Kola nuts hardened in value. Rhubarb was 
in sellers’ favor. Actual realizations on sarsa- 
parilla were unchanged, but the undertone is 
unsteady. Jamaica beeswax registered a 5s. 
rise and wax of other origins was unaltered.

In analyzing market movements during the 
week the features of dominating interest have 
been a smart rise in menthol, a buying flurry 
of very fair proportions in morphia, forced 
business in quinine at a lower basis, the vir- 
tual clearing up of spot supplies of H. G. H. 
peppermint oil and a further strengthening of 
shellac, 

Japanese menthol crystals are in very short 
supply and, with no relief in sight for several 
weeks, a manifestation of demand for prompt 
has lifted prices another 2s. 6d. per pound, 
with business in bulk quantity at 31s. and 
small lots at 31s. 6d. Crystals to arrive near

at hand have fetched 29s, 6d., c. i. f.; Septem- 
ber-October steamer, 25s.@25s. 3d., c. i. f.;

In view of the sparsity of spot supplies fur- 
ther advances seem inevitable, unless con- 
ee stocks are Heavier than is generally 
elleved, 

In regard to morphia, the Balkan trouble 
appears to have enlisted attention to the ar- 
ticle from both speculators and consumers and 
on Tuesday and Wednesday makers and agents 
were kept busy. On the first-named day, 
substantial orders were booked to some British 
manufacturers and an indication of a stronger 
position also on the Continent came in cabled 
advice, advancing the price of muriate powder 
from 10s. to 10s. 2d. At that time there were 
still home producers quoting 10s., but, on an 
influx of further inquiry, their price was 
moved to a range of 10s. 3d.@10s. 6d., as to 
quantity, Continental supplies being appar- 
ently less at the 10s. 2d. figure. Codeine, so 
far, has not been affected. As to opium, with 
the possibility of Turkey ports being block- 
aded and the transport of the drug from pri- 
mary quarters generally interfered with, buy- 
ers naturally decline to book further con- 
tracts and holders themselves are hesitant in 
offering. On the spot stocks are light, and 
some druggists’ quality has changed hands at 
2is. 6d.@22s. per pound. Persian is in mod- 
erate supply here, and 24s. is named as the 
price, but sellers are not eager. It may be 
noted that the British Chamber of Commerce 
in Turkey says that the crop this year has 
yielded fully 7,000 cases and, in its quarterly 
review, written before the Balkan trouble 
reached a head, indicated that, if consumers 
maintained their reserved attitude, very much 
lower prices might have to be accepted. This, 
if only in accordance with the general mar- 
ket view, is worth emphasizing in case even 
yet counsels of peace should prevail in south- 
ern Europe. 

In connection with quinine weak sellers 
came into the market this week and parted 
with German sulphate at 8d. per ounce, or 
14d. less than last week’s close; but there are 
no sellers at that price now and the closing 
quotation is 8%d, 

As to peppermint oil, there has not been 
much movement in bulk American, which is 
generally quoted over a range of 11s. 94.@12s. 
per pound. In H. G. H., however, an im- 
proved demand largely cleared up spot supplies 
and a good business has been done in arrival, 
15s. 3d. being paid for afloat and late October 
delivery. Japan dementholized is firmer at 
és, 2d. spot and 5s. 10%d., c. i. f. Of other 
essential oils, star anise continues its upward 
course, with 6s. 9d. paid on spot for best 
brand, and still sellers thereat. Otto of rose 
naturally engages more notice, but agents here 
having, in anticipation of trouble, secured 
fairly liberal supplies—in addition to their 
accumulations through the restricted demand 
resulting from the high prices—there is no 
material change in values. These cover the 
wide range of from about 57s. to 90s. 6d. per 
English ounce, the inside basis being for 
peasants’ oil on analytical certificate, and 
the higher price for otto guaranteed of ‘‘own’’ 
distillation. Some English drawers of clove 
oil lately advanced the price to 4s. 9d. for 
large quantities, but there appears to be small 
divergences in selling rates—some going a 
little below this quotation, others a shade 
above it. Dutch caraway oil has cheapened 
somewhat in sympathy with seed, and an Am- 
sterdam quotation comes at 5s. 3d. for 0.910, 
twice rectified. Geranium oil is in very short 
supply, pure African being nearly non est 
and Bourbon is selling at 26s.@28s. Of Si- 
cilian essences, new crop lemon from some 
quarters is a shade easier at 7s. 244d., c. 1. f., 
but others want several pence more than this. 
Mandarin oil, the crop of which has been 
very small, has advanced materially, 30s., c. i. 
f., being named in some directions for genuine. 

Of other articles the stringency in ipecac 
is unabated, Rio having sold at 10s. 6d. and 
Minas at 9s. 3d., with 9s. 3d. quoted for 
fair Cartagena. Buchu continues rather quiet 
at 6s. 6d. for good round green and up to 2s. 
3d. for ovals. Chief interest in the gums 
lays in the shifting off of further parcels of 
asafeetida at up to £11 per hundredweight for 
good and in an upward tendency for benzoin. 
Refined camphor has been in demand for for- 
ward delivery, a good business having been 
done in October-December shipment of 2% 
pounds Japan slabs at 1s. 54d. ec. i. f. 
German sugar of milk is under some compéti- 
tive influence from French, and rates cover 
61s.@63s. per hundredweight, as to origin and 
color. Canary seed, having regard to the 
Turkey political situation, is a hard market, 
a prominent source returning fair Turkish at 
59s. per quarter and good Morocco at 67s. 6d. 
Cocaine has a distinctly firmer undertone in- 
duced by the firmness of crude and the better 
unit price on leaf. Epsom salts has been 
advanced 15s. per ton for prompt delivery and 
10s. for contracts, the latter price being 85s. 
in bags and 110s. in kegs, 

The recent improvement in shellac has been 
further developed, fair free T. N. on spot now 
commanding 71s. per hundredweight, while 
futures are called 71s. for October delivery, 
72s. for December and 74s. for March. For ar- 
rival, there are sellers of T. N. November- 
December shipment at Tl1s., c. i. f. (70s. paid) 
and of A. G, garnet, same shipment at 65s., 
ec. i. f., with business done, while G. A. L. 
November-December shipment has been done 
at 57s., c. i. f. Reports as to crop damage are 
confirmed and buying has been active, while 
Indian makers are by no means eager Sellers. 
Altogether, the outlook for shellac is more

Further improvements in the volume 
of business has been noted within the 
week in the wholesale drug market as 
a result of increased purchasing oper- 
ations emanating from all sections of 
the country. The desire on the part of 
jobbers in the West and South to re- 
plenish their greatly depleted stocks 
of crude drugs and their products 
which are in most active demand in 
the cold weather months has been 
chiefly responsible for the increased 
buying movement in this branch of the 
market, while the augmented stocking 


up with various commodities handled 
by drug importers and wholesalers 
which are regarded more as luxuries 


than drugs has been due principally to 
the expectation that the consumptive 
demand for these articles will reach 
exceptionally large proportions this fall 
and winter in consequence of the 
greatly expanded purchasing power of 
the agricultural and manufacturing 
districts which are now assured of a 
prosperous twelve month. 

Price movements have continued al- 
most entirely in sellers’ favor because 
of the total failure or serious curtail- 
ment of many of the botanical drug 
crops this year and a resultant short- 
age of supplies, both in the producing 
regions and in the local market. The 
extension of warfare between Turkey 
and the Balkan States have more than 
offset as a factor marketwise the es- 
tablishment of peace between Turkey 
and Italy and, although the wars in 
Southeastern Europe have not yet 
tended to stiffen prices of opium, they 
have strengthened still further the 
markets for Smyrna canary seed and 
several other products of the Turkish 
possessions. The spread of revolution- 
ary activities into Vera Cruz in Mexico 
has so far failed to exert an advancing 
tendency upon the Mexican vanilla 
bean markets in Papantla and Gutier- 
rez-Zamora, but it is feared in some 
quarters that President Madero’s cam- 
paign in Vera Cruz may eventually 
lead to such a result. Full reflection of 
the damage wrought in the Japanese 
mint fields by the typhoon which re- 
cently visited that island empire has 
been noted within the interval in the 
menthol market, which has advanced 
very sharply. A substantial marking 
up of prices for cocaine by foreign 
manufacturers has been followed by 
similar action on the part of the do- 
mestic makers and additional ad- 
vances, due to the increasing scarcity 
of supplies, have been recorded in Rus- 
sian and Spanish ergot, long buchu 
leaves, Rio ipecac root, nitrate of sil- 
ver, true Venice turpentine, German 
calendula and arnica flowers. Flor- 
entine orris root, high dried rhubarb, 
star anise, dill, large German fennel, 
fennugreek, larkspur and natural millet 
seeds, Quotations have also been ad- 
vanced on epsom salts, lemongrass oil, 
Ceylon cinnamon and Hungarian 
paprika, On the other hand more liberal 
offerings of new crop goods have re- 


sulted in a lowering of prices for 
balsam tolu, celery, Dutch and Ger- 
man poppy and bleached coriander 
seeds, Ceylon citronella oil, Zanzibar 


cloves, Singapore white pepper, China 
cassia and Japan chillies.

Although estimates on the yield of 
the Turkish opium crop which is now 
being planted indicates a material fall- 
ing off from the 1911-1912 production, 
there has been no further advance in 
prices of the narcotic either in the 
primary centers or local market within 
the interval. So far from recording 
an additional stiffening of quotations, 
the primary markets have shown a 


slightly easier tendency in spots dur- 
ing the week, as a result of the desire 





on the part of some operators, and 
other holders in those centers to con- 
vert their stocks into cash as quickly 
as possible, which has led them in 
a tew instances to make material con- 
cessions. The actual signing of the 
peace treaty between Turkey and Italy 
was at first counted upon to exert a 
stiffening influence upon the primary 
markets by removing the pressure for 
ready money, which had hitherto in- 
duced holders to shade prices in or- 
der to relieve the monetary stringency 
in these centres, but as the promul- 
gation of the peace pact between the 
Ottoman empire and Italy has been 
followed by a declaration of war by 
Turkey upon Greece, Bulgaria and Rou- 
mania, as well as by threatened war- 
fare between that empire and other 
Balkan States, it is not now believed 
that the need for the making of oc- 
casional concessions in prices of opium 
in the Smyrna and Constantinople 
markets has yet been eliminated. Fur- 
ther shading of prices is therefore look- 
ed for within the near future in Tur- 
key, if not in the local market where 
stocks of the druggists’ quality are 
still very small because of the diffi- 
culties attending the shipment of the 
gum from the country of production 
during its hostile activities with neigh- 
boring countries. 

Local holders of Turkey druggists’ 
gum are maintaining their prices 
steadily at $7.15 in case lots and at 
$7.20 in jobbing quantities, while still 
quoting $7.80 tor the powdered and 
$8.20 for the granular grades. Recent 
purchases have been rather limited. 
Opium in bonded warehouses at the lo- 
cal port on September 30 has been re- 
ported at 23,463 pounds, valued at $109,- 
787, as compared with 53,220 pounds, 
valued at $219,035, at the corresponding 
date last year. 

Latest estimates on the 1912-1913 
crop place the probable yield at only 
6,000 cases, while figures on the stocks 
which will be on hand when the new 
gum is gathered suggest supplies or 
700 cases in Smyrna and of 200 cases in 
Constantinople, indicating a total avail- 
able supply for next year of only 6,900 
cases. As consumption of the nar- 
cotic is estimated at 6,500 to 7,000 cases, 
it is thought probable that rather high 
prices will eventually be obtained for 
the 1912-1913 yield. 

Our correspondents in the primary 
markets have advised us by cable at 
the close of the week as follows:—

There have been sales of 169 cases at 18s.@ 
20s. 6d. The market here is advancing as the 
drought continues at a time when it is most 
disastrous to fall planting operations. Ar- 
rivals to date have amounted to 1,679 cases. 

Constantinople, Oct. 19, 1912. 

Sales of forty cases of soft goods have been 
made at 21s. and forty cases of Turkey drug- 
gists’ quality have also been sold at 19s, 8d. 
‘The market here is steady. Arrivals to date 
have amounted to 1,859 cases, as compared 


with 930 cases for the corresponding period a 
year ago.

In view of a continuance within the 
interval of the declining tendency 
which has been noted in the principal 
Suropean markets for the salts for 
several weeks, consumers have not been 


eager to contract conver or to place 
either 


sizable orders for sulphate, 
abroad or at home. Manufacturers, 
however, both domestic and foreign, 


have continued to hold their quota- 
tions for the salts very firmly on a bulk 
basis of 19%c. in 100-ounce tins, Second 
hands have made numerous offers to 
sell at much lower prices, having quot- 
ed outside lots of old German sulphate 
at 17@18c., and comparatively new 
salts at 18@18%c. Amsterdam and 
Java salts, in outside lots, have also 
been offered at 18@18%c., without in- 
ducing manufacturers of commodities 
containing the salts to lay in sizable 
supplies, even at these figures. 

Bark shipments from Java to Europe 
for the first half of October have 
amounted to 738,000 Dutch pounds and 
have, therefore, been at the rate of 
1,476,000 pounds for the entire month, as 
compared with 1,692,000 Dutch pounds 
for September, 2,106,000 Dutch pounds 
for August and 1,580,000 Dutch pounds 
for July. Offerings at the next cin- 
chona bark auction at Amsterdam, 
which will be held on November 7, will 
include 16,465 packages, as compared 
with 13,368 packages at the October 
sale, 11,004 packages at the August 
auction and 10,134 packages at the July 
sale. At the October bark auction in 
Amsterdam a unit of 4.26 Dutch cents 
was obtained, as compared with an 
average price of 4.29 Dutch cents at the 
August sale and with 4.31 Dutch 
cents at the July auction. A unit be- 
tween 4.25 and 4.30 Dutch cents is, 
therefore, expected to be realized at 
the approaching November auction,

COCAINE.— substantial uplift of 
prices abroad 7 is been reflected in an 
advance of lic. in the quotations of 
the domestic manufacturers which have 
been raised to a bulk basis of $3.05 
for muriate in lots of 25 ounces 
and more and to $3.15 in lots of 10 
to 24 ounces, making the revised ask- 
ing figures $3.05@3.15 for bulk. Quo- 
tations on smaller quantities include 
$3.30 for one-ounce vials, $3.35 for half- 
ounce vials, $3.40 for quarter-ounce vials 
and $3.50 for eighth-ounce vials. The 
advance in prices has not curtailed the 
demand to any noteworthy degree, as 
the tendency continues strongly up- 
ward and some of the domestic manu- 
facturers are accepting orders’ for 
prompt shipment only. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Increased buying 
operations are recorded in the new 
medicinal oil both in the primary mar- 
kets in Norway, where the refiners are 
holding firmly on a minimum basis of 
$17 for all shipments, and in the local 
markets, where their agents are ob- 
taining $22.30 up to $24 a barrel for 
prompt, nearby and forward deliveries. 
There is still a very small quantity of 
old oil available here at $22, but it is 
expected that this meager stock of the 
crop goods will son be exhausted. One 
of the leading refiners advises us from 
Aalesund that exports up to September 
26 amounted to 44,000 hectoliters, or 
37,925 barrels, and that the remaining 
stocks in Norway then aggregated 38,- 
000 barrels. The export demand last 
month, according to this authority, was 
iess active than that for August, but 
that sales were made at steadily ad- 
vancing prices into consuming chan- 
nels and that there were no speculative 
activities in the primary centers. This 
authority added that it was proving 
exceedingly difficult for many consum- 
ers to obtain deliveries of the oil on 
contracts at the time specified in these 
agreements because of the press of 
shipments, which were increasing daily 
and reaching record-breaking propor- 
tions. 

COCOA BUTTER.—With the re-en- 
trance into the market of the confec- 
tionery manufacturers, buying of cocoa 
butter has been augmented greatly and 
prices are now being more firmly held 
on the bulk basis of 32@34c. for prime 
to superior grades and at 36@38c, for 
wrapped fingers in 12-ounce boxes. Co- 
coa bean production and consumption 
have increased greatly from 1909 to 
1911, according to a German trade au- 
thority, the output having been raised 
from 206,337 tons in 1909 to 244,545 tons 





in 1911, while consumption has been 
increased from 194,838 tons to 229,988 
tons within the same period. The 


United States is stlil the largest con- 
sumer, having taken 58,965 tons last 
year. 

EPSOM SALTS.—A growing demand 
for this commodity has reduced stocks 
both abroad and at home so materially 
as to compel local holders to raise 
their prices sharply, from 90c.@$1.10 
per hundredweight to $1@1.25 in bags 


and to $1.25@1.50 in barrels for both 
domestic and foreign grades. 
ERGOT.—The shortage in the new

$1.10 on Russian was refused early in 
the week and the spot and to arrive 
price was thereupon raised to $1.15. 
Toward the end of the week the quo- 
tation on parcels to arrive was mark- 
ed up again, to $1.20, and desirable 
offerings of spot goods were firmly held 
at $1.20@1.25. A corresponding uplift 
occurred in Spanish, which was raised 
from $1.60 on the spot to $1.65@1.70, 
while the quotation on lots to arrive 
was also marked up to $1.65. 
GLYCERINE.—A further increase in 
the buying operations of the drug trade 
and of gum powder and soap making 
interests has stiffened still further the 
undertone for C. P., dynamite and 
crude lye grades. All the leading re- 
finers of C. P, are now holding firmly 
at 20c. for this grade in drums and 
barrels, and at 21c. in cans, while an- 
other upturn in prices is looked for 
daily. The small outside lots in second 
hands and cheap offerings of Western 
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refiners have been cleaned up, and 
added to the growing difficulty of the 
obtaining this commodity promptly is 
an increasing scarcity of drums, both 
here and abroad. The dynamite grade 
is commanding 19\4c. and 19%c, in most 
instances, but in small quantities it is 
selling as high as 20c. Crude lye has 
been advanced a half cent to 16@16%c., 
and saponification is beitag very strong- 
ly maintained at 17@17'%c. 

Our correspondents in Paris and 
Dusseldorf have advised us as fol- 
lows :— 

Paris, Oct. 4, 1912. 

A further rise in prices has occurred in the 
European glycerine markets. Producers, hav- 
ing no large quantities to sell over the present 
year and quoting much higher prices over next 
year, continue very firm in their views and 
have refused buyers’ prices, which are now 160 
franes per kilo for saponification and 137% 
francs per kilo for lye. It is now believed 
that transactions will be possible only at about 
5 ftranes per kilo over these prices, which in- 
clude, as usual, new iron drums and payment 
at ninety days’ sight, cost and freight New 
York, 

Diisseldorf, Oct. 7, 1912. 

The market here has again shown an up- 
ward tendency. The official Paris quotations 
have been raised to 152% frances, and, accord- 
ingly, most ef the producers are asking 
higher prices. The general opinion of the lat- 
ter is that, unless they get a premium of 2%@5 
frances over the Paris market, they will not 
sell just now, preferring to wait for what 
will happen in the near future. 

Inquiries for dynamite glycerine are rather 
heavy at the moment, but so far there have 
been no reports that high figures have been 
paid. During the last three months, purchases 
of some importance were made by distillers, 
but, as far as can be seen, no speculators are 
attempting to buy now. Therefore, a strong 
market is expected within the near future, es- 
pecially as a majority of producers have sold 
a part of their 1913 output and resellers will 
probably not come into the market. 

Of course, much, if not all, depends upon the 
explosive industries, 

HAARLEM OIL.—Though local im- 
porters continue to offer this oil on the 
old basis of $1.72@1.75 per gross of 
bottles, a sharp advance in prices is 
expected to be made within the near 
future as a result of the greatly in- 
creased cost of the bottles abroad. In 
Holland the quotation on the oil in 
these containers has already been 
raised 5 per cent., ‘as a sequel to an 
advance in prices of the _ bottles, 
amounting already to 10 per cent., and 
on January another advance of 5 per 
cent. is expected to be named by the 
oil makers as a result of another mark- 
ing up of quotations on the bottles by 
the manufacturers, which will amount 
to 10 per cent. more. 

KOLA NUTS.—Spot stocks of genuine 
West Indian nuts are diminishing 
rapidly, as most of the recent arrivals 
from the primary markets have been 
sold prior to reaching here, and have 
been taken for export when they have 
been unloaded at the local port. Hold- 
ers here are therefore becoming very 
firm in their views, and are maintain+ 
ing their meager supplies very strongly 
ut 9@9%e. 

MANNA.—Though the large flake 
description has been advanced to the 
extent of 6c. a pound in the primary 
markets, as a result of serious damage 
to the new crop by torrential rains, 
there has been no quotable change in 
prices here, the asking figures of local 
holders still being 92%@95c, for this 
grade. Small flake continues to be 
very firmly held at 62%@65c. 

MENTHOL.—Further and more ma- 
terial reflection here of the curtail- 
ment of the mint crop of Japan by the 
typhoon, which recently swept over 
that island, has been recorded in the 
local market for menthol within the 
week in another advance in prices, due 
principally to the resultantly increasing 
import cost, though to some extent also 
to the great reduction of spot stocks 
through augmented consumption. From 
$9.25 in case lots the price was raised 
here to a minimum of $9.75, and at 
the close of the week there are none 
available here at any figure. The quo- 
tation on less than case lots has been 
marked up to _ $10, while in some 
instances $10.25 is being asked and se- 
cured for very small amounts of the 
commodity. For arrivals from Japan, 
due next month, $9.50 is being secured, 
while for the September-October ship- 
ments via Europe or overland from 
San Francisco $9.25, duty paid, is be- 
ing obtained. November-December 
shipments are commanding $8.75 


and the January-February shipments 
are quoted at 22s. 6d., c. and f. At 
the close of last week the price in the 
London market was raised 2s, 6d. to 
31s. for spot Kobayashi. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—The _ un- 
ceasing advance in the cost of bar 
silver has resulted in another mark- 
ing up of prices for nitrate amounting 
to a quarter cent which has made the 
revised quotations 40%c. for 500 to 1,000- 
ounce lots, 41%c. for 100-ounce lots 
and 42%c. for small quantities down 
to a single ounce. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—Stocks of 
the true description in the primary 
markets have been depleted within the 
week, and it is expected that all sup- 
plies in these centers will soon be 
exhausted. Local stocks have also been 
very meager within the interval and, in 
view of a probable sharp advance 
abroad, prices here have been raised 
a cent, making the revised quotations 
30@32c. in barrels and 31@33c. in cans. 


Balsams, 


FIR.—The virtual depletion of the 
primary markets and the reduction of 
spot stocks of the Canada grade ciose 
to the vanishing point, have induced 
local holders of this variety to raise 
their prices 10c., making tune revise 
quotation $5.10 in barrels and $5.25 in 
cans. The Oregon grade is being very 
firmly maintained at 80@90c, 

TOLU.—Recent arrivals have aug- 
mented stocks in the local market sut- 
ficiently to bring about a reduction of 
25c. in prices, the revised quotation be- 
ing $1.40@1.50. Offerings from first 
hands are becoming more liberal daily 
and in some instances it is believed 
that a further shading of prices to 
$1.30 might be effected.

JUNIPER.—Though some importers 
and other local holders have raised 
their prices a quarter cent within the 
interval to 4@4%4c., a majority have 
continued to offer these berries at 3% 
@4c., as to quality and quantity, and 
have made sizable sales at the inside 
as well as at the outside figure. The 
notabie shortage in this year’s crop is 
still exerting a stiffening influence upon 
both primary and local markets, how- 
ever, and further advances are there- 
fore regarded as probable before the 
new crop becomes available.

VANILLA.—Though no_ additional 
purchases of the 1911-1912 crop of Mex- 
ican beans have been made within the 
interval, the curers have continued to 
hold very firm views on the situation 
inasmuch as they have sold all of their 
cuts and about 75 per cent. of the 
whole beans of this crop. The ex- 
ceptionally high quality of the beans is 
also inspiring a strong tendency in the 
primary market. Estimates on the 1912- 
1913 crop indicate that about the same 
number of beans will be gathered as 
were harvested this year, but it is 
acknowledged by all who have studied 
the new crop situation that the qual- 
ity will be far inferior to the record- 
breaking quality of the present crop, 
and that the new beans will be far 
below those now cured in weight. The 
1911-1912 crop has embraced 250,000 
pounds of whole beans and_ 90,000 
pounds of cuts. Extract manufactur- 
ers continue to buy freely of the whole 
beans, as well as of the cuts, and are 
paying full prices for their purchases. 
Local operators are still holding their 
quotation very firmly at $4@5 for the 
beans, according to quality, and at 
$3.50@3.75 for the cuts. 

To date the occupation of Vera Cruz 
by the Mexican rebel forces has had no 
noticeable effect upon the situation in 
the producing districts, but it is feared 
in many quarters of the trade that a 
continuance of this blocking of the 
principal post of shipment from Papant- 
la and Gutierrez-Zamora will interfere 
seriously not only with the shipment 
of the remainder of the 1911-1912 crop, 
but may also handicap the gathering 
and curing of the 1912-1913 crop beans, 

Bourbons have manifested a further 
declining tendency in the Marseilles and 
Paris markets within the week, as a 
result of the exceptionally large ar- 
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rivals of new crop beans at the first 
mentioned place. A good deal of the 
recession at that center and in the 
French capital has been due, however, 
to the intentional depression of prices 
by the operators there who are seek- 
ing by this means to influence the 
growers and curers on the islands to 
moderate their views with regard to 
prices for the new crop. The lower 
prices named in the principal markets 
of France, however, are well calcu- 
lated to augment buying by the 
French, German and Italian confection- 
ery interests to such an extent as to 
stiffen the markets within the near fu- 
ture. In a few instances, purchases 
of the new crop beans on the islands 
have been effected of late at slight 
concessions, some sales having been 
made by the curers in Bourbon at 33 
franes per kilo for well-known brands, 
a level about 2 francs under previous 
transactions. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that the present slight depres- 
sion of the French markets will be 
continued long. Local operaturs are 
still holding their stocks of Bourbons 


very firmly at $3.50@4. 

Our correspondent in 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, Oct. 4, 1912. 

The market here has become more active, 
but prices remain unchanged. There were 
offered for sale at a public auction in London 
on October 2 108 boxes and one case of various 
kinds of beans from Java, Ceylon, Seychelles, 
ete. The beans from the last-mentioned place, 
which were poorly cured, were for the most 
part mouldy and filled with lice. The market 
had been acknowledged for some time to be 
easier and the prices received at this auction 
sale were 1s.@1s. 6d. per pound lower than 
the average figures obtained at the previous 
sale. The steamship Djemnah, which arrived 
at Marseilles on October 1, brought 327 cases, 
of which 4 were from Bourbon, 106 from 
Mayotte, 29 from Moroni, 116 from Matsamudu 
and 72 from Nossi-Bé. The bulk of these beans 
were destired for Paris and Marseilles. A copy 
of the Commercial Bulletin, which was re- 
ceived with the mail on the same steamship. 
stated that the size of the 1911-1912 crop of 
Bourbon beans could be determined by the fig- 
ures on the exports from the islands up to 
August 31, which amounted to 76,339 kilos. as 
compared with 46,693 kilos for the previous 
year. This same authority added that sales 
for forward deliveries had ceased. Neverthe- 
less, a telegram dated September 28 told of 
the sale for future delivery of some beans of 
the well-known Chabrier brand. of which 50@55 
per cent. were first quality and 17 centimeters 
long, at 33 francs From Marseilles, more- 
over, it has been learned that the fear of a 
further decline in prices. which might resuli 
from three comparativelv large arrivals dur- 
ing October. has induced operators to hasten 
to convert into cash a stock of about 3,000 
kilos, consisting of a large number of small 
lots. Prices which have so far been obtained 
for these beans have varied considerably, but 
have shown a recession of more than 5 francs 
per kilo from those recorded at the outset of 
the marketing of last year’s crop.

spite the persistent efforts of operators 
to break the market for the new oil 
by predicting heavy unsold accumu- 
lations of the old oil. The consuming 
demand in this country continues un- 
usually brisk for this season of the 
year and local importers are holding 
their prices very strongly at $2@2.05, 
as to brand and quantity. 

Our correspondent in Palermo 
advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, Oct. 5, 1912. 

For prompt oil the position remains very 
stiff, as the available supply is small and in 
strong hands. and holders are easily able to 
keep up prices. Notwithstanding the lateness 
of the season, they do not show any anxiety 
about the possibility of having to carry over 
part of their stocks to the new campaign. 

As regards new crop, business has been 
slightly slacker this last week and the oppor- 
tunity thus presented has been utilized in 
some exporting circles in an effort to ease down 
the position. However, these efforts are meet- 
ing with the utmost resistance on the part of 
the growers and of those speculators who havé 
bullish interests as far as the new crop is 
concerned and who spring up as buyers when- 
ever the position seems to be uncertain. The 
market, therefore, has fluctuated spasmodical- 
ly Guring the week, as it has often seemed that 
it might be possible to save a trifle on the 
top figures which had been paid. Some trans. 
actions, however, have been effected at full 
prices. 

LEMONGRASS.—New crop. stocks 
have proved insufficient to meet all re- 
quirements and prices have therefore 
been raised again to the extent of 5c., 
making the revised quotation $1.55@ 
1.69. 


ORANGE.—Despite a material] falling 
off in the buying of this essence within 
the week, prices are still being firm- 
ly maintained in the local market at 
$2.65@2.75, as to brand and quantity. 
Our correspondent in Palermo advises 
us that the demand in that primary 
center has fallen to meager proportions, 
but that prices are still being well 
maintained there at the previous fig- 
ures for both prompt shipments of the 
old oil and for the new crop essence. 


PEPPERMINT.—As growers in the 
Northwest continue to moderate their 
views on the new crop oil, there has 
been no further advance of prices in 
the local market. Holders here are 
still offering to sell at $2.85@3, in tins, 
according to brand and quantity, and 
at $3.35@3.50 in bottles. One of our 
correspondents in the central West has 
informed us that a grower in La 
Grange county, Ind., has obtained as 
much peppermint from his second crop 
as from his first and that many other 
growers have secured greatly augment- 
ed yields from their second crops. At 
the close of last week, H. G. H. oil was 
quoted in the London market at 15s. 
6d., or 6d, above the previous week’s 
closing figure, while Wayne county 
oil was held at lls. 9d., or 3d. higher 
than the quotation made at the close 
of the previous week. 

One of our correspondents in the 
Michigan territory has advised us as

Peppermint continues to weaken in the 
West, in spite of reports from here to the con- 
trary, and every one is beginning to realize 
that there is plenty of peppermint. Conditions 
ure changed here. Three weeks ago buyers 
were hustling for oil, but now growers are 
looking for buyers and fail to find them, even 
at prices which looked low one week ago. 
Some dealers also are anxious to sell, particu- 
larly those who bought on the crest of hte 
bulge. With peppermint scattered to the four 
winds and under no control, the bulk of the 
heavy fall buying done, etc., a further decline 
seems impossible to check. Growers who held 
peppermint expecting to sell as soon as same 
started to decline, have in many cases been 
disappointed hecause dealers then have not 
cared to buy, but would rather sell.

A steady degree of seasonable ac- 
tivity is noted in nearly every depart- 
ment of the chemical market and the 
combined movement is reported to com- 
pare favorably with that of other years 
of recent date. The constant improve- 
ment of industrial activity is having its 
effect on the demand for chemicals and 
the outlook is encouraging to say the 
least. Contract renewals are still in 
order and importers are booking freely, 
particularly in bleach. The spot market 
tor bleach is also active and offerings 
are finding ready channels of absoOrp- 
tion, the paper mills being the most 
persistent buyers. 30th domestic and 
foreign outputs of bleach are said 
to be well sold ahead for the balance 
of the year and the market gives 
promise of remaining firm until late in 
December. German oxalic acid is 
prompting attention at 7%c. for next 
year shipments, spot prices are firm at 
former levels. White arsenic is very 
strong, with stocks well held and prices 
have entered new high territory for the 
year. Arsenate of lead is nominally un- 
changed, because the demand is in- 
active, but an advance is due. Carbon 
tetrachloride is easier on spot and offcr- 
ings are obtainable at 10%c., against a 
former price of 11%c. Nitrate of lead 
is commanding a slight advance on 
spot. Tin oxide is higher in sympathy 
with the metal, current quotations 
being 52@54c., against a previous mal- 
ket of 51@53c. Chloride of barium 
prices for next year will be higaer, 
according to advices received by tead- 
ing importers. Below is a detailed 
market report of the principal items 
of chemical interest, also a summary 
of the Liverpool, London, Antwerp and 
Philadelphia chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Prices 
continue to pursue an even course and 
demand is reported active from various 
consuming sources. Snipmenis are 
being made promptly and production is 
finding a steady outlet, Seilers quote 
on the basis of 1c. for bulk, 1.10c. for 
kegs, f.

According to Washington advices 
caustic soda has been recognized by tne 
customs division of the ‘lreasury De- 
partment as a denaturant of lunported 
vlive oil, Taois announcement was made 
last ‘tuesday in a letter to che culiector 
at Cnicago, il. ‘tne Department of 
Agriculture, after investigation, repor.s 
tuat caustic soda when used in a cuon- 
centrated solution, in the proportion of 
fitteen pounds to 100 pounus of oil, will 
make an acceptable denaturant. ‘The 
report says that it is impossible co mix 
the soda and the oil Whiie tne latter is 
in tne barrel, especially during cold 
weatner. The department taerefo.e rec- 
ommended that the oil be poured from 
tne barrel and mixed witn the soda 
under tne supervision of a customs of- 
licer.

Sales are effected on the 
basis of 2@2.15c. for 28 per cent. in 
barrels, the inside figure being for car 
lots. Glacial, 99 per cent., in carboys, 
is commanding 8%@9c., according to 
quantity, and in some quarters 9%@10c. 
is being asked. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Distribution of a 
steady seasonable character is noted 
for this item and the market retains a 
firm tone. Dealers quote 3@3%c. for 30 
per cent, in barrels, 6c. for 48 per cent. 
in carboys and 64c. for 52 per cent. in 
carboys. 

MURIATIC.—A steady consuming in- 
quiry from well distributed sources is 
reported and the market continues firm 
at lately prevailing quotations, Spot is 
held at 1.15¢c. up to 1.85c. for 18 degrees 
in carboys, according to quantity and 
seller. 

NITRIC.—The metal and explosive 
industries are drawing freely on con- 
tracts, and in several instances com- 
mitments have been increased. Crude 
materials are strong and the acid mar- 
ket is in a very firm position. Spot 36 
degrees is offered at 3%@4%c., accord- 
ing to quantity and _= seller; other 
strengths are proportionately higher.

The good position of the industries 
which are consumers of dyestuffs is 
reflected in the consuming movement 
of several important materials listed in 
this market. The tendency to substi- 
tute manufactured products for the 
natural dyestuffs has not been subject 
to change and the former still are 
given the preference by dyers. Indigo, 
for instance, is a negligible article on 
the market and is in very slow demand, 


Gambier has been an object of in- 
creased interest this week, due _ to 
larger stocks and freer offerings by 


local sellers, Consumption of gambier, 
however, shows no gain over last year. 
Yellow prussiate of potash excites 
more than passing interest because of 
the scarcity of supplies and the high 
prices asked for such offerings as are 
available. Consumption seems to have 
outstripped production, for the time 
being at least, and high prices will un- 
doubtedly rule for some time to come. 
Under the influence of larger stocks 
sumac has weakened in price and de- 
clines were recorded this week, but ac- 
cording to reports from Sicily the crop 
there has been below normal and prices 
are liable to continue on a high plane. 
Detailed reports on the separate ar- 
ticles of the market follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—There has been a good 
call for all grades of albumen and the 
condition of the market many be sur- 
mised from the fact that during the 
first half of this week imports of 
albumen amounted to 20 cases from 
Rotterdam, 104 cases from Hamburg, 
330 cases from Shanghai, and 102 pack- 
ages from Singapore. The old contract 
prices are repeated and are 22@32c. for 
blood albumen and 42@65c, for egg 
albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There is 
a steady consumption of aniline oil 
and salts and local selling agents say 
business is satisfactory, but the mar- 
ket lacks special features and prices 
are quoted at the old basis of 94@9%c. 
for aniline salt and 10%@11\c. for ani- 
line oil. 

BICHROMATES.—New business in 
bichromates is mainly on jobbing ac- 
count and quotations vary, according 
to quantity and seller. Large consumers 
are working on supplies secured on 
contracts and sellers continue the old 
quotation for the balance of the year. 
These quotations are 5@5%c. for bi- 
chromate of soda and 6%@7c. for bi- 
chromate of potash. 

CUTCH.—Shipments of cutch from 
Rangoon for the first nine months of 
this year amounted to 3,600 tons, 
against 5,050 tons in 1911 and 2,800 tons 


in 1910. But 101 tons were landed in 
London during the nine months and 
only 86 tons delivered. Receipts of 


cutch at the local market included 26 
boxes from Liverpool, 1,000 bags and 
300 packages from Singapore. Local 
sellers quote 4%@6c., according to quan- 
tity and quality. 
DEXTRINE.—Arrivals of foreign 
dextrines are sufficiently heavy to in- 
dicate a good demand for such offer- 
ings. Domestic grades are in good de- 
mand, and the market has remained 
steady in price during the week. Offer- 
ings are held at:—Dextrine, $3 in bags, 
$3.11 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.35 in bags, $3.36 in bar- 
rels. These prices are per 100 pounds 
f. o. b. New York city in carload lots. 


Calcutta say that supplies of No, 1 yel- 
low nuts are small, and business has 
been confined to No. 2 average qual- 
ity. Quotations are Rs. 1-6 to Rs. 2-4 
per B. md., weight, loose, according to 
quality for ready parcels. A fair busi- 
ness continues in average quality at 
Rs. 1-12 to Rs. 1-14 per B. md., weight, 
loose, for prompt and early shipment 
to Europe. In other quarters a smaller 
business is doing at about the rates 
quoted. Supplies of average and No. 
3 low dark nuts continue moderate. At 
the local market 4,497 pockets of myra- 
bolanes were received this week. Sellers 
quote $24.50@32. 

PRUSSIATES.—The feature of this 
market continues to be found in the 
scarcity of yellow prussiate of potash. 
Under a good demand from consumers 
the scarcity of spot supplies is a dom- 
inant factor, and the small lots which 
are available are held at 20@22c. The 
best price quoted this week was I17c., 
and sales were said to have been made 
on this basis. The situation is pecu- 
liar inasmuch as certatm sellers seem 
to have a graduated price, giving old 
customers the lowest figure. Dealers 
are practically refusing to sell to one 
another because they claim to have no 
stocks except for their own regular cus- 
tomers. The small supply of yellow 
prussiate of potash has increased the 
demand for prussiate of soda and con- 
sequently this article is likewise grow- 
ing firmer in price. Sales this week 
were on a basis of 10@l1lc. Red prus- 
siate of potash has sold in a small way 
at 38c. A report from Russia says that 
the syndicate producers of Russian yel- 
low prussiate of potash will sell noth- 
ing till January, for which month they 
notify higher prices. The scarcity in 
this article is expected to hold on to 
May at soonest, as foreign reserves are 
said to be exhausted. Many manufac- 
turers are having recourse to prussiate 
of soda, but under the strong demand 
it, too. is rising in price. 

STARCH.—A good demand for starch 
was reported this week. The various 
selections are in demand by different 
consumers and the total consuming 
movement is of good volume. Prices 
are unchanged since our last report 
and quotations are:—Pearl starch, $2.25 
in bags, $2.36 in barrels; Buffalo pearl 
starch, $2.28 in bags, $2.39 in barrels; 
powdered starch, $2.30 in bags, $2.41 in 
barrels; corn starch, $2.33 in bags, $2.44 
in barrels; special warp sizing starch, 
$2.35 in bags; conf. T. B. starch, $2.75 
in bags, $2.96 in barrels; finishing 
starch, $2.65 in bags. These quotations 
are per 100 pounds in car lots, deliv- 
ered in New York city by all-rail 
route. A reduction of 2c. per 100 pounds 
will be made on starches shipped by 
lake and rail route. 


SUMAC.—The steamers Italia and 
Eugenia arrived from Palermo this 
week. On the former was 1,988 bags 


of sumac and on the latter 2,379 bags. 
Free spot offerings have caused a de- 
cline in prices, and $64 was quoted for 
spot goods this week. Advices from 
Sicily are to the effect that the crop 
was small, and the weakness in the 
market is attributed to concessions on 
the part of sellers to induce consumers 
to enter the market. 
TURMERIC.—Mail advices from Cal- 
cutta state that there is almost no 
demand for Europe and America at the 
prices demanded.

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Prospective Phosphate Lands. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1912. 


The activity displayed by the govern- 
ment in an effort to bring about results 
in the phosphate fields of the country 
resulted, as will be recalled, in a rapid 
withdrawal during the past two years of 
public lands suspected of containing 
phosphate. Further classification of these 
lands resulting from their examination by 
the experts of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey has resulted in a large number 
of tracts of land being restored to the 
public domain as not containing phosphate 
in sufticient quantities to be worthy of 
classification as phosphate producing 
lands. About three years ago nearly 
4,000,000 acres of these lands were with- 
drawn as a result of what was supposed 
to be important phosphate discoveries, 
notably in the intermountain States of 
the far West. 

As a result of recent investigations 
about 8,000 acres of alleged phosphate 
lands in Florida were withdrawn subject 
to further examination to ascertain 
whether the phosphate deposits are_suf- 
ficient to warrant such withdrawal. There 
were restored to the public domain in 
Wyoniing about 45,000 acres so that, ac- 
cording to the latest report, a little more 
than 3,000,000 acres of public lands still re- 
main withdrawn and classified as phos- 
phate lands. Additional legislation by 
Congress is to be asked for by the In- 
terior Department, in order to make avail- 
able for use these lands. According to 
the original estimates made by the Sur- 
vey officials, the lands that have been 
withdrawn are supposed to carry about 
2,000,000,000 tons of phosphate rock.
